HE COMMITTEE of the above 

Institution, in appealing for kelp for 

the Passover Relief Fund, with which the 

winter distributions have customarily closed, 

feel it their duty to lay before the public 

the following summary of the work done in 
the past winter. 

The Kitchen was opened cn the 11th 
December, 1893, and closed on the 23rd 
March, 1894, 56 distributions having taken 

lace. 

156,000Ibs. of bread and 35,000 gallons of 
soup have been given away in 180,000 portions. 

Though the winter has not been excep- 

tiona!ly severe, the suffering and misery have 
been very great. The stagnation of trade 
has largely increased the number of appli- 
cants, many poverty-stricken f smilies 
have been compelled to apply to the Soup 
Kitchen who for many years have been able 
to rely unaided on their own resources. 
Though the strain on the Soup Kitchen has 
been very great, it is believed that by the 
timely aid given many were prevented from 
applying for Parocbial relief. 
The Passover relief, for which the Com- 
mittee now appeal, consists as usual of coffee, 
potatoes, and sugar, and is par yaa to 
the distribution of Motzos by the Synogogues. 
The Committee use their best endeavours to 
ascertain that it is only given to those who 
are in sore need.

NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


Seeing that out of nearly five thousand cases dealt with by the Board of 
Guardians in the period covered by the Report which was submitted for 
approval last Sunday, all except some four or five hundred were foreign, 
it was quite natural that the question of Alien Immigration to England 
should find a prominent place in the proceedings. The view expressed by 
the President, so far as the Board is concerned, seems tous eminently sound. 
The Board is not to be drawn into discussion of a question which is political 
and economic. Its business is eleemosynary and it has enough to do. We do 
not, however, follow Mr. Cohen so closely in his opinion that Jewish 
members of Parliament should take no part in any discussion of the question 
in Parliament. Look at it how we may, the question is to, at least, a large 
extent a Jewish question, seeing it is by reason of their being Jews—or 
perhaps to be exact, by reason of their not being members of the Greek 
Church—that our unhappy coreligionists are forced to migrate from

Russia and Poland. Surely Jewish members should not refuse to safeguard, 
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so far as they -can, the right of asylum in this country to ae 
who are driven here by persecution for conscience sake, How far will Mr. 
Cohen maintain his neutrality? Will he abstain from voting 1n any division 
that may be taken upon the question, or upon any Bill that may be intro- 
duced ? If so, it is certainly conceivable that he may be jeopardising very 
seriously the position and prospects of those poor, in whom he has shown ¥ 
abiding interest. If he intends to vote, what becomes of his neutrality: «As 
a matter of fact, we suppose Mr. Cohen does not anticipate anything very 
serious at present in the way of restrictive legislation, and in view of this, he 
«. doubtless anxious not to make it appear that Jews are desirous of setting 
the interests of their coreligionists above those of the general community. 
What Mr. Cohen’s own personal view of the matter is, can easily be gathered 
from his citing the statistics he was careful to render to the meeting. 


The opinion expressed upon the question by Mr. N. S. Joseph goes in a 
quite contrary direction. Not content with the neutrality of the Jewish 
members, he urged that they should support any reasonable proposal for 
restrictive legislation so long as it maintained freedom of entry to 
those who are the victims of persecution. Anyone who knows Mr. Joseph, 
knows too that there is no man in the community more truly 
sympathetic and more devoted to relieving and rescuing the poor. We think 
it is the very keenness of the anxiety he feels on their behalf which makes 
him so angry at the immigrants who come here for no other purpose than to 
subsist on the charity they can extract. And so he comes to take up a 
position in the matter which is not only unpopular—that would weigh not an 
atom—but is also impracticable and wholly opposed to the best interests of 
the country. We do not here intend to discuss this question in detail, but 
let us examine one or two points in Mr. Joseph’s speech, Tor instance, he 
suggests that the test is one which would keep out the unworthy immigrants, 
but he would admit the victim of religions persecution, be he worthy or 
unworthy, able to support himself. or not, decrepit or diseased— 
in any condition, so long as he is the victim of persecution, How 
would this suit Mr. Lowther or Mr. Howard Vincent, or how does the fact 
of his having been the victim of persecution make the foreigner a whit more 
agreeable to those who complain of being ousted from employment which 
they perform less acceptably? And who is to judge whether a man is 
the victim of persecution or no? 


Another argument advanced by Mr. Joseph, was that restriction is 
necessary because some immigrants arrive who are unable to do any good for 
themselves and starve here as they would have starved in their own land. 
His complaint is that these men take our charity. But we cannot 


see in this any reason why Government should be invoked to protect 


the Jewish community, which is practically what Mr. Joseph proposes, 
If the community felt that way inclined there is nothing to prevent its 
denying alms or assistance to any of the immigrants who come here. But, 
on the contrary, the community and we: think rightly, refuses to limit its 


_ responsibilities of brotherhood to those who are born within the four corners 


of the kingdom, just as it claims brotherhood with all that is worthy in Jewry 
throughout the world. That indeed is the crux of the whole question . These 
poor people in Russia and Poland—these wretched objects, these 


pitiful creatures, helpless, hopeless though they be,. are our 
brethren in faith and upon us as part of the _ heritage that 
has come to us is cast the maintenance of the weaker brothers of 


Israel. If we are unmindful of them, if we tire of them, if we reject them, 
we shall suffer as other peoples who have rejected their poor. Mr. Joseph's 
appeal to the American example of restrictive legislation was altogether wide. 
of the mark. Messrs, Burnett and Schloss’s report showed that legislation 
in the States was instituted mainly for protective and sanitary 
reasons, and it adopted here, even in its entirety, would exclude but a 
very few who now come in. The test of this lies in the fact that of Jews 
who emigrate from England to America, not a dozen a year are 
sent back. The exact statistics, Mr. Cohen produced, showed ‘that the 
rejected immigrants of all classes and nationalities to the States averaged 
about one in ten thousand. With these facts before us, and the news that 
the British Immigration returns show for the past year a palpable decrease 


from the previous year, the necessity for restrictive legislation seems to have 
almost reached vanishing point. 


_ The meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue on Tuesday even- 
ing accepted, by a majority of two to one, the Report of the Special Committee 
in favour of the Commercial Road site for the erection of the new Hambro 
Synagogue. As much byreason of what was said, as of what was left unsaid. the 
debate pursued its even course with scarcely a ripple. Mr. Samuel Montagn

friend Wellhausen, and conxistgd in a re-statement of that scholar’s re. 
markable views: that the Levitical legislation was, in its literary redaction 
as late as the Exile. Judaism has nothing to fear from the truth, ang “ 
far as Professor Wellhausen’s views contain the truth, we can only owe to 
Professor Robertson Smith the warmest thanks for the strenuous manner in 
which he supported them, But of recent years the late Professor struck out a 
line of research peculiar to himself, though he was applying 
the methods which had been often successful in other lines of 
inauiry by English scholars, notably Dr. Tylor and Mr. Maclennan, js 
‘Burnett Lectures” on the religion of the Semites, unhappily destined to 
remain a fragment, contained a most original view of the origip of 
“ sacrifice,” and traced back the whole of religion, and especially Semitic rejj. 
gion, to a loving bond between a people and its god regarded as literally the 
lather of his people. The time has not yet arrived when a definitiye 
judgment can be passed upon this remarkable conception; but it must ever 
remain as a land-mark in the history of theological conceptions ani] form 
a point d'appui of further research for many years to come, 


The loss of Professor Robertson Smith will be felt in England for a 
least a generation. No other Orientalist had suffered so much in the capge 
of honest, free-spoken criticism of the Bible, no other pure scholar has ao 
impressed his age with the stamp of genius and of personal influence, And 
this is more remarkable when one remembers that personally Professor Smith 
won but few admirers, His strident voice, his very ** superior” manner, his 
irritability, his overwhelming self-belief,—all estranged rather than attracted. 
But his genuine kindliness, his absolute want of petty» jealousy, his readiness 
to help and to suggest, his wide interests, his inspiring conversation, won for 
him the amazed regard of students in many fields of research, 
contributions to Biblical criticism were brilliant and original. He was, as we 
have said, no mere blind follower of Wellhansen, The latter, indeed, adopted 
in his more recent works several of Professor Smith's views and suygestions. 
The second edition of Professor Smith's * Old Testament in the Jewish 
Church,” which only recently appeared, is remarkable for its erudition, 
its freshness, its reserves, One feels that a line- of Professor Smith's is 
worth a page of most writers. In this respect, he is very like Wellhausen, 
who never uses a word where an abbreviation will suffice. 


Tis OWN 


To Professor Robertson Smith, more than to any other man, belongs the 
distinction of familiarising the general reading public with the result of 
modern Biblical criticism. _ He was probably himself a “ believer” even to 
the last, though his later works are too objective to give one much insight 
into his views on the fundamental problems of religion, and he rarely talked 
on these questions. It is a noteworthy thing to mark the difference between 
the tone of the daily press now and what it was twenty years ago. The results 
of modern Bibleal research have now penetrated to the ranks of the journalists. 
Yet Professor Smith was one of the first to attach due importance to | riental 
Archeology. Two of his: best books deal with the subject—viz., those on 
‘ Arabian Kinship,” and on the “ Religion of the Semites.”” That he was 4 
little sceptical with regard to the value of Assyrian and other inscriptions only 
shows his rood judgement. At present Assyriology is ina very backward 
state, and it was well that so competent a scholar should warn the student 
against too ready an acceptance of the conjectural and highly hypothetical 
results of a new and precarious science, 


Professor Smith has occasionally been charged with anti-Semitism. No 
charge was ever more false. Though not himself.a serious student of Jewish 
literature, Professor Smith felt a very keen interest in the subject, and 
numbered several Jews among his intimate friends. He himself wrote for 
the Jewish Quarterly Review, and, what is more, procured other contributors 
for it. He was ever ready to advise Jewish students and to suggest topics to 
them. In recent years he felt that some amends were due for the manner 10 
which Talmudical and Midrashie subjects were treated in the Ninth Edition 
of the “‘ Encyclopedia Britannica,” which he in part edited, These articles 
were striking, but very inadequate, and without disrespect to the memory of 
their talented author, it must be asserted that they were unanimously c0M- 
demned by Jewish scholars. At the time, Professor Smith treated with 
scant courtesy the representations made to him as yolume after volume of the 
Encyclopedia appeared. But he came to perceive and even to admit his 
mistake, Certainly for the past few years Jewish students have found 1 
him a true and valuable friend, and there will be consternation in their midst 
at his death. It is deplorable to think how deep and wide a gap his 


absence will make. Cambridge, and England with it, will long have cause 
to lament his untimely death, 


Few ordinary readers arelikely to digest the eight pages of Report in which 
the Sanitary Committee of the Board of Guardians describe their labours for 
1893, Yet, read in connection with last year’s Report, the facts and figures now 
presented ¢eem with interest. Whereas in 1892 the Committee paid 5,08 
visits of inspection to 2,317 honses in the East End, in 1899 there 
were paid 5,201 such visits to 1,746 houses. The inference is that 
the work of 1892 was so far successful that the number of insanitary hous¢® 
had become reduced, while their inspection has since been carried on more 
diligently than ever. Of all the districts in the East End, Whitechapel appa 
to give most trouble. As many as 40 houses in this quarter required to t 
visited 20 times. The comparative healthiness or unhealthiness of differen 
districts may be gathered from the following figures: The number ° 
defective houses in Whitechapel was 486; St. George’s-in-the-East COM 
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tained 219; Mile End, 182; and Bethnal Green, only 55, The letters of 
remonstrance written to public bodies amounted to 96, while in the previous 
year 100 were written—again an indication, though only slight, that the 
Board's vigilance is beginning to tell. More conclusive on this point is the 
following statement in the Report: “The Committee notes with satis- 
faction that all the cases, which stood on its books as requiring attention at 
the beginning of last year, have by now had the defects observed’ entirely 
remedied ; while in regard to the defects observed in 1893 a large measure 
of success has already attended the efforts of the Committee.” The same 
excellent results have attended the inspection of workshops. It may be 
remembered that prominence was given to this subject in the previous 
Report, which expressed disappointment at the small success which had 
followed the efforts of the London County Council in this direetion. The 
present Report is pitched in a more cheerful key, and calls attention to the 
amelioration which the enlarged staff of inspectors haye been able to 
bring about in the condition of workshops. 


THE LATE PROFESSOR ROBERTSON SMITH. 


BY A JEWISH PUPIL. 


The University of Cambridge has in truth sustained an irreparable loss by 
the untimely death of one of the greatest and most successful of its teachers, 
and one of the most brilliant and erudite of its scholars—William Robertson 
Smith. He was the last of the distinguished triad (consisting of William 
Wright, Robert Bensley and himself) who may be said to have laid the founda- 
tions of the now flourishing School of Semitic Studies in the University, and 
whose contributions to Semitic Scholarship gained universal recognition in 
the most exclusive literary schools on the Continent. Although in one sense a 
specialist of acknowledged pre-eminence, his encyclopedic mind could not 
confine its sympathies to one faculty alone, and thus there was no movement 
initiated at Cambridge in modern times for the advancement of any branch of 
Science, Art, or Literature, with which he was not conspicuously identified. His 
marvellous versatility approximated closely to omniscience, for he could discourse 
with equal ease and eloquence on Mathematical Physics, Hellenic Literature, 
or German Theology; on Biblical Criticism, Oriental Folk-lore, or Hebrew 
Philology. 

His singularly lucid and suggestive lectures were in themselves a “ liberal 
education,” for he resembled the Rabbi, who is described as “like a spring 
flowing with ever-sustained vigour,” and among those who had tie privilege of 
listening from day to day to his shrill Scotch voice pouring forth with amazing 
rapidity the most copious information on every subject under the sun, ever more 
and more, 


“The wonder grew 
That one small head could carry all he knew.” 


t 

No one who came under the magic spell of his remarkable and transcenden 
personality, could resist the feeling that at last it was possible to find a defini 
tion of genius, and to understand the world-compelling force of personal 
magnetism. For he was, undoubtedly, in the fullest and highest sense of the 
term, “‘ an original man,” and, just as the intellectual wealth of Oxford embraced 
but.one Jowett, so Cambridge could boast but one Robertson Smith. 

If it be indeed the case that “ whoso would bea man, must be a Noncon- 
formist,” he was certainly a living illustration of Emerson’s bold assertion. This 
is not the place to dwell upon that historic controversy between the Osthodox 
section of the Free Church of Scotland and the Professor of Hebrew in the 
Theological College at Aberdeen, in which he played so prominent, but withal 
dignified a part, and which culminated in his enforced withdrawal from a position 
he had filled with unexampled distinction. A great English philosopher 
has wisely remarked that “ Nowhere is illusion more easy than in measuring 
the magnitude of religious differences,” and, according to this authority, no such 
estimate can be of any value that is attempted by a critic ‘‘ from an exterior 
position,” 

As a Professor, he exemplified a type less rare in foreign countries, than in 
England. He did not regard his pupils as simply animated automatic machines, 
who attended his classes for the sole purpose of reproducing at his master-touch, 
in a subsequent examination, the varied scraps of knowledge which they had 
assimilated. -In his sight, each one of them represented a potential Robertson 
Smith, or yet a greater, and he was constantly urging and encouraging them to 
what he rightly conceived to be the ultimate object of their Academical studies, 
viz., original research. They had hospitable access at all hours of the day to his 
seemingly inexhaustible store-house of learning, and to his valuable collection of 
books and manuscripts, and he was invariably ready to aid them with his 
sagacious counsel, his kindly sympathy, and his powerful support. 

Often, while commenting upon an Arabic or Syriac work, he would, 
parenthetically remark : “This concerns you, B * (one of those present), or, 
‘This is connected with what so and so is writing about,” and so on, thus 
revealing his intimate familiarity with the tastes, capabilities, requirements, and 
aims of each. But, the facts I have mentioned, do not constitute the sole reason 
for offering a tribute to his imperishable memory, on behalf of the readers of 
the Jewish Chronicle. As Jews, first and foremost, we cannot forget that 
the national and religious history of our people had for him an abiding 
fascination, and, in reality, formed the focus to which his diversified studies 
converged. 

To quote his own memorable words ; “ The history of Israel, when rightly 
studied, is the most real and vivid of all histories.” He knew the whole of the 
Hebrew Scriptures by heart, and an Exercise in Composition; written in true 
Biblical language, always made his countenance radiant with pleasure. His 
widely popular works, “the Old Testament in the Jewish Church,” “ the 
Prophets of Israel,” and “the Religion of the Semites,” have stimulated the 
interest of thousands in the language, literature, and religious antiquities of our 
race. 

True, his conclusions may not always be in harmony with the particular 
“doxy ” of each of us; but, who of us would repudiate a spiritual kinship with 
the man who cherished the conviction that ‘it was no blind chance and no mere 
human wisdom, that-shaped the growth of Israel’s religion” ; who believed that 
“ religious earnestness is always nearer the truth than indifference,” and who 
showed an appreciation of the teachings of our immortal seers, which the most 
orthodox might delight in seeing shared by every son and daughter of Israel ? 

It is worthy of record, that the late Professor evinced a keen and sustained 
interest in the Jewish Quarterly Review, of which he was a constant reader. 
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Nothing but the acute physical suffering which he endured in recent years 
prevented him from contributing more frequently to its pages. 

He entertained a cordial admiration for the writings of Mr. Claude 
Montefiore, and I venture to hope that the scholarly hand of the latter will pass 
in review those “models of sympathetic Biblical criticisms ” enshrined in the 
Encyclopedia Britannica, to which, for various reasons, I am unable to make 
more than a passirg allusion. 

Mr. Zangwill’s brilliant book, “ The Children of the Ghetto” (especially the 
first part), elicited his warm commendation, and he often expressed a wish that 
Mr. Israel Abrahams would persevere with those inimitable sketches of the social 
life of the ancient Jews, in which he was greatly interested. 

Ile was among the earliest of Cambridge notabilities who recognised the 
worth and attainments of Mr. Shechter. Vividly do I recall a walk I had with 
him shortly after the degree of Master of Arts had been conferred upon his 
eminent colleague, when he stated how glad he was that Mr. Shechter had been 
thus honoured at so unusually early a stage in a Lecturer’s official career. 

To render adequate justice to the majestic mind and many-sided character of 
one whom to know intimately was a perennial source of inspiration, were indeed 
an impossible task in the limite] space at my disposal. 

“ His substances is not here, 
For what you see is but the smallest part 
paneer And least proportion of humanity ; 
But were the whole frame here, 
[t isof such a spacious, lofty pitch, 
Your roof were not sufficient to contain it.” 

If it be true that * blessed are they that sow beside ALL waters,” in sincerity 
and in earnestness, confident that truth will ultimately spring forth from the 
earth, then assuredly, William Robertson Smith will reap an abundant harvest 
in that eternal “ City of God” to which the sovereign pian # of humanity, without 
cistinction of race or creed, are admitted with no other passport than that

A NOVEL METHOD OF RAISING A BUILDING 


The Board of Management of the Hammersmith Synagogue having set 
themselves the task of building schoolrooms and a minister's house at the rear of 
the synagogue, and Mr. Delissa Joseph having presented them with plans for the 
new buildings, they approached the Levin Trustees and obtained from them a 
gift of £500. They then appealed to a few leading members of the community 
and raised, by this means, some £150 in addition. 

Finding themselves still in want of £300 to complete their fund, a deputa- 
tion waited upon the directorate of “‘ Constantinople” at Olympia, and placed the 
facts before them. ‘The directors, having taken the application into considera- 
tion, most generously offered to place in the hands of the Board of the 
Hammersmith Synagogue a number of tickets for their magnilicent entertain- 
ment, promising that half the proceeds of all such tickets should be added to the 
Schools and Minister’s House Building Fund. 

The number of tickets so placed at the disposal of the Hammersmith Board 
is sufticient, on this basis, to make up the whole of the balance required to 
complete the buildings ; and, in order to assist in. their disposal, the Board have 
enlisted the services of a large number of Stewards, and have also secured the 
patronage of Major-General Goldsworthy, M.P. for Hammersmith, and of Mr. 
A. Arter, L.C.C., and Mr. W. Bull, L.C.C., members of the London County 
Council for.the division.

ALIENS IN WHITECHAPEL,—The Whitechapel Guardians having received a 
communication from the Local Government Board asking for the number of 
aliens chargeable to the Union in 1893, the following were the figures supplied 
respecting medical relief and inmates of Infirmary and Workhouse: Russians 
and Poles, 567 ; Germans, 35 ; Dutch,15; Austrians, 19 ; Norwegians and Swedes, 
12. Upon the above return, Mr. John Harris at a recent meeting of the White- 
chapel Board of Guardians obtained a return of the inmates in the Workhouse 
and Infirmary on a given day. The.return showed that of 424 persons in the 
workhouse, 8 only were born in Russia and Poland, and 3in Germany. In the 
Infirmary out of 705 inmates, only 7 were.boro in Russia and Poland, 2 in Holl- 
and, and 1 in Austria. 


THe SHECHITA QuESTION.—At the annual meeting of the Aberdeen Society 
for Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, held yesterday week, Bishop Douglas 
presiding, the Rev. Dr. M‘Clymont moved the adoption of the report, and, 
referring to the Jewish mode of slaughtering cattle, said it had been stated in 
some quarters that the case was looked on as a case of prosecution of the Jews. 
Now, they respected the Jews for their history and for many of their qualities 
of the present time, but the Society had to do their duty to Jew and Gertile 
alike. It was explained that the Society incurred no expense in connection with 
the Jewish cattle slaughter case. 


aT Cracow.—The Vienna Correspondent of the Daily News, 
telegraphing on Wednesday night, says: “The papers which arrived from 
Cracow this morning have thrown some light upon the street excesses there 
during the Kosciusko celebration, though the real cause of them is. still 
doubtful. For some hours before midnight the mob was master of the situa- 
tion. Jews who showed themselves were ill-treated, but the fine palaces of the 
nobles, Counts Potocki, Branicki, and Odzicki were also attacked and all the 
windows smashed, Later on the houses of Christians and Jews, noblemen and 
bourgeois, were equally attacked. Inthe Jewish quarter the excesses were of a 
particularly violent character. If the Uhlans had not interfered with great 
energy it is impossible to say what would have happened, On Sunday the ex- 
cesses began again in the market-place, The women’s stands were knocked over, 
and shutters and doors of houses and shops were destroyed. It is believed that 
the excesses had been systematically prepared, and sums of money found in the 

ockets of many of the arrested rioters, who were in rags, seem to confirm this 
elief,

THE BOARD SCHOOLS RELIGION CLASSES. 


Sir,—Your correspondent, Mr. Morris Harris, in your. last week's issue, 
attempts to explain away the apathy of the community in not sufficiently 
supporting these Classes. He criticises the efficiency of the work done, and com- 
plains that the parents of the children attending the Classes are excluded “ from 
any voice or the expression of any. wish as to their children’s religious educa- 
tiov.” These statements are easily refuted. The syllabus of instruction known 
as the Chief Rabbi's Code has always been used for these Classes, and the quality 
of the work done is proved by the eminently satisfactory reports which are 
frequently presented to the Committee by qualified Examiners. This years 
Report, recently issued, gives full information on this latter subject. 

As to the other point, as far as I am aware no expression of opinion request- 
ing any alteration in otr mode of tuition has ever emanated from the parents ; 
in fact, until Mr. Harris brings some evidence in support of this contention, I 
shall believe the complaint to be entirely imaginary. _ 

But Mr. Harris would be doing some practical service if he could bring home to 
the various synagogue bodies in the metropolis his suggestion that they 
should take charge of the religious education of the Jewish children attending 
the Board Schools. This is not a new suggestion, but the oftener it is repeated 
the sooner will the community generally, and the authorities in particular, 
recognise that this would be the proper solution of the financial problem. 

he other suggestion, that the parents of the children should be asked to 
contribute weekly payments, has already commended itself to some members. of 
the Committee, but it has been considered impracticable, in view of the facts that 
the parents are generally very poor,and that the payments could not be enforced. 

t is perfectly gratuitous to say that the Association has not the confidence 
and support of the parents considering the number and attendances of the 
children upon the registers.

‘S1r,—As one of those who hold the opinion that a Jewish vote on any 
national question is undesirable and does not in fact exist, 1 have read with 
some disappointment the recent correspondence on the “Jews and the House 
of Lords.” If I venture a reply to the letter of Mr. S. A, Aronson attacking 
the Upper House, it is not to prolong the discussion or to exchange with him 
in your columns the small coin of political partisanship ; but to supply him with 
an answer to a question, which he would hardly have raised, had he not fallen 
a victim to an attack of ill-informed enthusiasm.

INTELLECTUAL WASTE. 


Sir,—About two years ago you were good enough to insert from me a 
letter which sought to call attention to the want of system or intelligent dis- 
crimination in the selection and encouragement of children of natural talent. 
I had hoped that some one of influence would have taken the matter up and 
would have pressed it forward energetically. For the evils which resulted 
then and do now result from the capricious bestowal of pecuniary aid were and 
are too patent to be denied. My hopes were disappointed. I was not even 
osinenell with a reply to, or a criticism of any single remark and, consequently, 
the matter wasdropped. 

Now, however, I have reason to believe that some of our men of influence 
have determined to make a move, and that consequently, a brighter era may be 
dawning for those “ mute inglorious Miltons,” to whom more than one reference 
has been made. Perhaps, therefore, I may be allowed to reiterate a few points 
of my former letter. 

In the first place considerable sums are at present given in a most haphazard 
manner to encourage /oys of assumed ability. The usual course is for the 
father of such boy, or someone else interested in him, to bring his claims before 
some wealthy coreligionist, who, as a rule, promptly grants asum of money 
sufficient to educate the boy, The cousequences of sucha course can easily 
be foreseen. If the boy have spirit, in after life he feels degraded and 
humiliated by the conditions under which he received his education ; if he be a 
boy of no very acute sensibility he accepts his education as a matter of right, 
and becomes, often enough, impudent in his demands upon the communal purse, 
I know men of both classes. ‘The former are very desirable members of the 
community, the latter are very undesirable members. | 

A great objection to the present course is, then, that it c1uses 
quite unnecessary humiliation. Besides this it is not always the best talent 
that is brought to light. I venture to assert, for I am well acquainted with 
several of our large schools both in London and in the Provinces, that there is 
a vast mass of ability of an extremely high order, absolutely neglected, running 
absolutely to waste. Now this ability can only be discovered by the 
co-operation of schoolmasters and by a well organised system of scholarships— 
scholarships which should carry with them some inducement in addition to the 
fees of some -recognised institution. 


The logical process then is to induce all those gentlemen—and happily 


there are many—who are willing to help on this good work to establish a fund, 
grants from which are to be earned and not begged by children of ability. Mere 
request by some inordinately vain or impudent parent should carry no 
weight. The child should be led to understand that he has a right to certain 
support, already destined for the purpose, but only on the condition that he 
earned it. He would thus, at once, be relieved from the sense of humiliation, if 
it existed, and from the burden of debt, if he had sufficient honour to wish to 
restore the money lent to him; also every recipient would understand that he 
had no claim whatever on the community, only on the fund, Weshould then 
not hear again of some youth, supported at the communal expense, regarding 
himself as badly treated because his extravagance induced him to exceed his 
income, Such ingratitude and wrongheadedness are not unknown. 

Finally,~l would seriously ask my coreligionists to remember that the 
provision for women’s education, the educational inequalities and injustice to 
the sex, are a great discredit to the community. It is no uncommon event in 
our body to hear of widows and daughters rendered almost homeless by the 
folly of the deceased breadwinner and the singular indifference of Jewish men 
to the possible demands which may be made, which are repeatedly made, upon 
the intellect and energy of our women.

Sir—It is a thousand pities that the revisers of the Old Authorised 
Edition of the Kinglish Bible reproduced many of the errors in the Revised 


| the excellence an 


— 


Edition, notably in respect to the Pentateuchal laws relating to loans. Ia 
Exodus, xxii. 25., they have properly substituted the word “ creditor for 
“ usurer,” which appeared in the Old Authorised Edition, but they have retatned 
the word wsv ry in every instance where interest should have been employed as 
an accurate equivalent for the Hebrew word. 

Usury is etymologically correct, and was technically so, at the time the old 
version was printed, but the word has since quite lost its meaning as signifying 
interest, pure and simple, and is now restricted to the sense of exorbitant 
interest, just as the phrase “ Money-Lenders”’ is restricted to a certain group 
of traders whose methods banish them outside the social and moral camp, ia 
contradistinction to recognised honourable merchants. 

The translation of Deuteronomy xxiii., 20.. according to the Revised 
Version, positively conveys the impression that the law sanctions wsury if 
practised by the Jew upon the Gentile, and I believe that this erroneous 
rendering of the text is in no small degree responsible for this vulgar and 
harmful notion having got into very general currency. 

Usury within the present meaning of the word, and all other forms of 
oppression, are absolutely opposed to the Mosaic Code, and such are prohibited 
ee same force whether between Jew and Gentile or between Jew 
and Jew. 

The revisers have moreover quite failed to differentiate between those 
texts which are directed to the Lender and those which are addressed to the 
Borrower. [In this they are not wholly without the support of some com- 
mentators, but it is absolutely at variance with the Traditional interpretation 
of the Talmud, NYS’) N33, pages Gla, 70d, 75b, and with the Targum ‘201 
and against the authority of Maimonides, Rashi, the Tosaphists and others. I 
have appended the Hebrew Texts addressed to the Lander and Borrower 
yon sens with the Revised Version and Traditional interpretations in opposite 
columns,

MONEY-LENDERS.—A WORD IN DEFENCE. 


Sir,—lIn this week's issue of the Jewish Chronicle, 1 regret to see that the 
venerable Sir John Simon has lent the weight of his distinguished name to the 
intermittent agitation against money-lenders; because, although I do not ques- 
tion for a moment that the leaders of this agitation are actuated, according to 
their lights, by the best motives, yet it were idle to deny that, by the tone and 
language they adopt, they lay themselves open to the charge of invidiousness. 
In his letter Mr. Dight expressed the opinion that if money-lenders were 
excluded from the Synagogue Council, the community would obviousiy be 
deprived of the services of miay wise and good men. The learaed Sarjeant— 
to whom I beg to refer with great respect and honour—endeavours to meet this 
argument by saying that, when at the Bar, he obtained considerable experience 
of the people engaged in this calling, aud he has no hesitation in declaring them 
to be pests of society. Now, lawyers proverbiaily see only the seamy side of 
things, and I submit that it is as illogical to judge th: whole class of money- 
lenders by those of its members whom Sir John Simon had the misfortune to 
meet in the course of his brilliant career at the Bir, as it would be to estimate 
the moral character of the people of London by the standard of those of their 
exemplars whose interviews with the miugistracy terminate with painful 
abruptness. Moreover, it must bs remembered that great changes have taken 
place in the law since Sir John Simon retired from practice ; in its relation to 
money-lenders it has become far more rigid and stringent ; many of its instru- 
ments, proved to be oppressive, have been rendared obsolete; /acune have been 
filled up, and the dry light of common-sense cast upon quibbles; accordingly 
many of the grip and grab order of money-lenders have had to sesk pistures 
new; the hire system has attracted some, stock-dealing has absorbed 
others, whil-t the simplicity of its entrance examination has made the lowest 
branch of the legal profession accessible to the rest. 

Sir John Simon says: “It is within my experience that some of the most 
infamous usurers are so careful of their own protection that they manage 
to evade the law and escape criminal punishment.” The business of 
a usurer, I imagine, is to extort as much interest as he can, szigaecr a blanc, 
and the law puts no obstacle in the way of his doing this. But, of 
course, I accept, without hesitation, Sir John Simon’s statement that there 
are, or were, individuals whose dealings involve evasion of the law, and if, 
as Sir John Simon says, they are men whose desire for personal protection 
dominates even their lust of gold, perhaps (if | may say s> without the least 
intention of “pes impertinent) they owe their immunity from punishment to 

accuracy of the counsel's opinion with which, no doubt, they 
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to fortify their position. I cannot, however, but think that Sir John 

rodeo aa toa class of ten who, though called money-lenders, have no real 
he title. 

—" think it will bo admitted that it is possible to conduct the trade of money- 
lending ina straightforward and honourable manner, I assert, Sir, that. = 
greater number of money-lenders do conduct their transactions on the principles 
implied in these words ; indeed, some of them lend money on terms which are 
less onerous than those exacted by first-class Assurance Offices in the same 
department, and these offices, too, are notoriously unfair in their dealings with 
their clients in the matter of lapsed and surrendered life-policies. It is only 
money-lenders of the stamp I have indicated above who are stung by such 
phrases and words as “a curiously obtrusive personage,” “ lepers, pariahs, 
&ec. It cannot be supposed that those who are steeped in swindling and fraud 
will be affected by slang—as must call it. 

I do not come forward as an apologist of money-lending in any ofits varied 
forms and guises ; and I certainly am not entitled to comment upon the com- 
position of Synagogue Committees. My ground is, that it 1s an illiberal and 
unwise policy to make the money-lender the scapegoat of the sins of half

Invitations are out for the Fifth Annual Meeting of the Beni Israel Culture 
Society and Library, which is to be held in the hall of a school belonging to a 
Gentile, the Society, as well as the Library, having no building of their own. 
The Israelite School, as well as our Synagogue Authorities, should, we think 
help such Societies and Clubs, which are striving for the furtherance of our 
holy religion, by allowing the free use of their halls instead of allowing such 
anniversaries to be performed in the halls owned by Gentiles. 

The Jewish race has always produced painters, artists, &c. The Jews of 
England have striven hard for proficiency in the Liberal Arts: in Bombay, the 
condition of the Jews being rather poor, we do not find many Jews pursuing 
the art of drawing so zealously as in other countries. Still, in the Art Society's 
yearly exhibitions, we always witness some work or other of Mr. Isaac 
Benjamin, who is a very competent artist, This yéar being the Sixth Exhibi- 
tion of the Art Society, we find three works of Jews—two of Mr, Benjamin's 
(‘‘ Cotiee ’ in water colours and “ A Difficult Problem”’ in oil colours), aud one 
of Miss Mozelle 8S, Abraham’s (Mrs. Jacob Sassoon” in Architectural 
Drawings). I. hope that our brethren-in-faith in this coun:ry strive to be 
rather proficient in this art. 

‘The Jews have always been good soldiers in the regiments, Privates in the 
native regiments also qualify themselves as schoolmasters in those regiments 
Mr. Moses Daniel, of the 2ad (Prince of Wales’ Own) Infantry (Grenadiers), 
having completed a course of instruction in the Military Normal School. has 
qualified as third-class English schoolmaster.

PRESENTATION TO THE REV. J. F. STERN. 


A number of members of the East London Jewish Benevolent Society 
assembled at the residence of Mr, A, Michaels, the President of the Society, on 
Sunday evening last for the purpose of making a presentation to the Rev, J.P. 
S:ern, who has fulfilled the duties of Honorary Secretary for a period of five 
years. The presentation took the form of a handsome gold keyless watch, 
engraved with the inscription, “ East London Jewish Benevolent Society. Pre- 
sented to the Rev. J, F. Stern by the Committee and Members of tbe above 
Society, as a token of their esteam and in appreciation of his services as Hono- 
rary Secretary. Ist of April, 1804.” In making the presentation Mr. Michaels 
referred to the untiring energy displayed by Mr. Stern in his efforts on behalf 
of the con of East London during the six years he had ministered,in their 
midst, He congratulated Mr. Stern on the good name he had won for himself both 
among Jews and non-Jews,and the East End on having the ser vices of so zealous 
and able a worker in their midst. He also expressed the thanks of the poor to 
Mrs. Stern, who, it was well known, actively co-operateu with her husband 10 
every good work and who, he regretted to learn, had even worked beyond her 
strength, and had been advised by her doctor to be more sparing of herself 
future. Mr. M. Heiser, Treasurer of the Society, Mr. Lawrence Levy, Vice 
President, and Mr. Louis 8S, Green also addressed the meeting and expressed the 


high regard in which Mr. Stern was held by ull who knew bim, and particularly ~ 


by those who were, like the speakers, members of the congregation. Mr. Stere,10 
accepting the tribute offered him, thanked the donors for the kindly sentiments 
which were, he assured them, the more pleasing to him because he himself was 
paintully conscious of the little permanent good he was able to effect iu com 
partes with the amount of effort put forth in the attempt.

ANNUAL MEETING, 


Mr. BenJAMIN L, Conn, M.P., the President, occupied the chair at theannual 
meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians, which was held on Sunday at the 
Central Synagogue Chambers. Among those present.were the Revs. D. Fay 
and J. F. Stern, Dr. A. Cohen, Messrs, H, A. Abrahams, 8.

The PREsIDENT, who was cordially greeted, said: In rising to move the 
adoption of our Report for 185, the meeting will be glad to hear that I do not 
think it will be necessary for me to detain you as Tong as I have been obliged to 
on former occasions. For reasons to which it is unnecessary for me to refer, 
and which no one has greater cause to regret than myself, the heavy task has 
devolved on me, I hope only for once, of preparing our Annual Report; and in 
that document I have given, I fear at too great length, but svill as concisely and 
succinctly as I could, the record of our work during the year. I have little to 
add to what is there expressed. In the few observations I shall have to make, 
on our work, my duty is, as ever, to put in the forefront of my remarks the 
question of finance, because on that one pivot turns all our organisation, which 
has been, can be, and I believe will be, and which certainly we shall try to make 
successful and efficient if we are adequately smanorted but which, however 
scientifically organised, cannot succeed, and which is doomed to failure without 
such support. I should like the community to note that our difficulties last year 
proceeded in no way from a diminution of our assets, Our troubles sprang 
from the expansion of our liabilities, Addressing as I am a body of business 
and practical ladies and gentlemen, it may not be inapt to remind you that just 
as commercial firms get into trouble if their liabilities exc2ed their assets, so 
with us if we cannot meet our liabilities, we must fail, in the literal as well as 
the figurative sense, ‘lhe consequences would affect less our institution than 
the unfortunate and innocent poor whom we are called upon to relieve, and the 
Jewish community, which would be responsible for such a state of things, 
There is one gleam of comfort which can be derived from the latter months of 
1333. We have been very successful in enlisting new support; mauy valued 
friends who are not engaged in our administration have rallied to our aid, and 
collections have been made for us by Canvassing Committees, which were 
organised by my colleagues, Mr, Albert Woolf and Mr. Lawrence Isaacs. These 
collections were particularly welcome, because in agreit part they were obtained 
from new sources. [ardently hope that if only that energy and interest be 
continued we may succeed in effectually reaching and tapping the wealthy but 
unsympathetic and indifferent sources—I prefer to speak of them quite 
impersonally—who constitute a standing disgrace to the community by the 
manner they hold aloof from associating themselves with any of the public 
institutions of the community to which they belong, but to which their repre- 
sentatives profess attachment and adhesion only after their death. I cinnot 
pass a from this subject without expressing my grateful thanks to the ladies 
and gentlemen who undertook this work, in which they had the hearty assistance 
of every one of ourclergy. How necessary it is that we should reach sources 
which synagogue archives do not enable Canvassing Committees to get at, may 
be gathered from a few pregnant figures which I will set before you. Our 
balance on Friday last was £505 11s.64. Do not let it be thought that this 
constitutes the resources at our command; for while we have £595 at 
the bank, we owe £1,000) to the bank. Of course we have the income of 
our funded property, our subscriptions of about £1,599, and _the 
grant of 41,270 from the United Synagogue. But when it is 
recollected that our reliable income is £4,000 a year, and our inevitable 
expenditure is £20,000, the anxiety of those who are associated in the adminis- 
tration of the charity at finding themselves starting the financial year with less 
than nil is abundantly justified, and calls for the sympathetic support of the 
community.—(Hear, hear). Our Report begins with the statement that the 
task of the relief of the Jewish poor grows heavier and heavier. I think no one 
acquainted with the work of the Board and the condition of the poor will be 
inclined to dispute that proposition. Ido not think that this consideration is 
always borne in mind by our band of critics in the Jewish Press, I have not 
the least intention or desire to find fault with this criticism. Iam sorry not to 
see here present as usual my friend Mr. Day, who has not been sparing with bis 
criticism in 1803, and seems inclined to it up in i804. Ihave not the least 
objection to his criticism, There is a French saying, “ quiaime bien chatille bien,’’ 
Our friend does chastise us pretty well and pretty frequently,and I am quite 
willing to accept that his chastisement may proceed from affection, and to 
recognise that he is friendly disposed to our poor and to our institution, All I 
have tosay to him and to those who follow his example, is that they must not 
expect us toreply to their letters. To the best of our ability we are always 
willing to consider every suggestion calculated to improve our organisation. But 
the devotion, the energy, and the zeal with which we apply ourselves to our 
arduous task, makes it impossible for us to indulge in the recreation which some 
of our more leisured critics can permit themselves, of writing to the newspapers. 
But, while we cannot enter into newspaper correspondence, there is one passage 
in a letter from Mr. Day which appeared in the Jewish Chronicle of the 16ch 
March, which calls for some notice. In that letter, Mr. Day allowed himself to 
say, “‘ The headlong way in which applicants are disposed of.” ‘T’o that charge I 
give from this place, I will not say an indignant, but a most emphatic denial, 
AndI say more. If Mr. Day oranybody eise will bring under the notice of Mr. 
Stephany any instance of headlong treatment on a particular day to a particular 
case, every member of the Board will be grateful, and will be anxious at once 
to inquire into the allegation. But as long as his charges are couched in vague 
allegations unsupported by a sbred of detail and particulars, and as long as he 
refrains from bringing under the notice of those who alone can investigate and, 
if need be, redress the grievance, I ask the community to receive and to treat 
such charges with the scepticism which in my judgment they so richly deserve. 
1 think I can now address myself to our work for the year 1804. It is already 
clear that. our needs will be very great, our anxiety very constant, and 
our resources, as *far as we can judge, very slender. The first 
question we shall have to deal with is that of our premises. We must leave 
our present quarters on Lady Day, 1895. We have appointed a special sub- 
Committee on the subject which is already at work, and I hope that at our next 
annual meeting we shall be able to report that a definite decision has been 
taken and that work has already commenced, I cannot conceal from the 
meeting that the outlay will be appallingly large; yet it must be found 
and not only found but this capital charge must be met without a public 
appeal. We cannot trench on any portion of our income, which is 
insufficient for our maintenance and our day to day expenses. [Iam hopeful, I 
cannot say Lam confident. that with the assistance of a few of our munificent 
administrators and friends we may be enabled to announce next year that 


{ the means and the site have been found for the establishment of the Board of 


Guardians in adequate premises. There is only one more subject on which I 
ought to say a word, Itis that of alien immigration, about which so much is 
spoken outside and which stood ofthe paper of the House of Commons on 
Friday iast, Of course that is a subject which very directly interests the 
Jewish Board of Guardians. Indeed [ imagine it is our institution which is 
most deeply concerned, because ii is upon our organisation that all the work and 
a not inconsiderable portion of the pecuniary burden falls in connection with 
those of the immigrants who apply at Devonshire Square. Although that is 
the case, nevertheless I hold very strongly that the Board of Guardians, being 
an eleemosynary—thank Heaven not a legislative and still less a trade—institu- 
tion, should carefully abstain either for or against from any action in connection 
with any agitation against alien immigration. It is aquestion that must be left 
to the judgment of Parliament, which should be guided not by the action of 
any more or less irresponsible private member, but by the advice tendered on 
the responsibility of the Executive Government of the day. The Jewish 
community will form its own judgment of what action, if any, may be 
necessary in consequence of events that may suparvene ; and I hope the Jewish 
community will take care to make it clear that if the question be approached 
from the ‘economic poiat of view, and without the importation of religious 
prejudice and without an effort to refuse the asylum of English shores to those 
who seek to escape from the persecution of their Government at home, the 
Jewish community, I repeat, will make it clear not to endeavour to oppose any 
action which the responsible advisers of the Crown may deem necessary for the 
national interests which we are as desirous to protect as are our other fellow 
citizens, (Hear, hear). It may not be inappropriate to quote official figures 
showing how far a case is likely to be made out. Before doing so 1 may 
repeat the words which Mr. Gladstone uttered in the House of Commons 
on lith February, 1893, “It is generally not wise for a country which 
exports a particular commodity to lay restraint upon the importation of that 
commodity, because it is obvious that by so doing you put into the mouth of 
Foreign Powers a justification for laying similar restrictions, The restraints 
which we might lay would be wholly useless to us, because they would stop the 
free entry of those whom we export into those other countries,” Bearing on 
this pregnant sentence, I have taken out the figures for 1892, presented to Parlia- 
ment on 26th March, 1893. The papers for 1803 are not yet ready, but I have 
reason to know that the figures for that year will abundantly confirm the 
diminution in the number of pauper aliens recorded for 18)2. In that year the 
excess of emigrants of all classes and nationalities over immigrants was no less 
than 177,659 (321,597 less 143,767). If we come to the movement of Russians 
and Poles into this country since 18)1, when it reached its height, it will be found 
that there has been a growing, an encouraging, a striking diminution in the 
arrivals. ‘The diminution in 18/2 was more than 5.0)) over that. of 18301, and 
is my firm conviction that the figures for 18.3 will show a distinct continuation 
of that diminished immigration. I may point to the fact that the immigration 
of 183 has again showed a large diminution compared with that of 1802; I 
think, therefore, this meeting will be of opinion that the figures which 1 know 
are present to the minds of the Government, constitute an clement in helping 
ministers to consider the important question, in how far it is safe, prudent, 
wise, economically and selfishly advisable for the country to check immigration 
and to bring about results which are automatically tending to that direction. 
Whatever be the development of events, it is not by the Board of Guardians 
that any action can be appropriately taken.—(Hear, hear), Our duty is to 
relieve the Jewish poor, Our hope is that we may have the means, as we kaow 
we have the will, to accomplish that sacred, beneficial and elevating work, Ia 
that work we have interested an army of 233 ladies and gentlemen. Wehavea 
staff as willing, as zealous, as industrious and as capable as ever served a public 
institution of any kind, and the highest tribute | can pay to my modest, retiring 
friend on my right (Mr. Stephany) is that I believe he possesses the confidence 


of the community, as muchas he is esteemed by the members of the Board, re-. 


spected by his colleagues,and looked up to by the poor, to whom he is devoted,— 
(Cheers). I can assure youthat if weare able to retain the confidence and support 
of our community, I think I am not too sanguine when I say that justasa dawn 
of sunshine seems likely to appear for our persecuted brethren in Rassia, so also 
there may be some prospect for trusting that, with God's blessing, the year 1sJ4 
may be less anxious, less gloomy, and more cheerful for the Jewish Board of 
Guardians than the one just brought to a close.—(Loud Cheers). Ladies and 
Gentlemen, I move the adoption of the Report. 

After some remarks by Mr. Joun Harris, C.C , who objected to the present 
system of nominations for election to the Board, and who expressed the opinion 
that a member of the Board should be on the Whitechapel Board of Works, 
the Report was adopted. 

The PRESIDENT announced that the formal ballot for the election of twenty- 
seven members of the Board had-resulted in the election of the twenty-six 
retiring members, and of a new member, Mr. Louis E. Raphael. 

Mr. F. D. Mocarra moved a vote of thanks to the President for his 
eminent services. He expressed regret that the funds should be so small in pro- 
portion to the work that had to be performed. The safety of thousands of 
Jewish poor depended on the machinery working well, but the main source of 
weakness in that machinery was want of money. Mr. Mocatta spoke with 
pride of the staff of the Board as being one of the most admirable he had 
ever met with in the many institutions with which he was connected. 

Mr. A. E. FRANKLIN ‘seconded the vote of thanks, and testified to the 
immense amount of devotion which the President brought to bear on his 
incessant labours for the Board. | 

In acknowledging the votes, the PRESIDENT reported the steps taken by Mr. 


I. Spielman, on behalf of the Russo-Jewish Committee, to deter Russian and — 


Polish Jewish Jews, by means of warnings in the Continental Jewish press, 
from coming to England, | 
Mr. N.S. Josera proposeda vote of thanks to Mr. Stephany and the abd‘e 

staff that worked under his direction. He found it difficult to express adequately 
his admiration of their zeal, industry, and ability. His frequent visits to the 
Board's offices had brought him for many years in intimate relations with Mr. 
Stephany, and he had often been amazed how, under the greatest pressure of 
overwhelming work, he invariably preserved perfect equanimity, good temper 
and sound judgment. He felt certain that every member of the Board shared 
these sentiments. He had so frequently spoken in that room, that it had been 
his intention to abstain from addressing the meeting; but he felt it his daty, 
though wholly unprepared with facts or figures, to venture an expression of 
opinion adverse to that of the worthy President on the subject of Pauper Alien 
Immigration. The President had given utterance to the view that, inregard to 
the steps about to be taken on that subject in the House of Commons, the Jews 
should remain neutral, and shouldrefrain from any action for or against. He 
(Mr. Joseph) concurred in the President’s opinion that any legislation in 
restriction of pauper alien immigration, if undertaken at ali, should be promoted 
by the Government, but he thought that so far from the Jewish members 
remaining neutral, they should aid any Government that would promote a 


reasonable measure of restriction, not only as Englishmen and Jews in the. 


interest of their country and their community, but also as humanitarians, in the 
interest of the poor persecuted people who are still seeking an asylum on our 
shores, and whose position must be safeguarded by leaving the ports as open to 
them as heretofore. Neutrality would seem to imply indifference, and they

hospitality in regard to those who are unfit to enjoy it, or of extending it and

The bulk of the recent arrivals = 0 
that class, and not persecuted Russian Jews, not even indirectly victims of, or 
losers by, oppression, Wecan do no good to this class, for we have not gow 
enough to completely and permanently support them, and as they are not _ y 
unemployed but unemployable, they can never improve their position ; s0_ ey 
starve here instead of in their own country. Humanity requires the captain o 
a life-boat to take in as many soulsas the boat will hold ; but when that maximum 
capacity has been reached, humanity also requires the captain to refuse os ee et 
to more, for these would only submerge the entire living cargo. Certainly the 
danger is greater, if those admitted to the life-boat are una le to take an oar, 
and become mere dead-weight to the imperilled craft. As regards the suggestion 
that restrictive legislation would be followed by the like legislation elsewhere 
that would impede emigration from this country, he would remind the monee 
that such restrictions already existed in the United States and Canada, and ha 
certainly acted as a deterrent to the Russo-Jewish Committee, who now never 
sent to Canada any but such selected emigrants as were asomatey certain to be 
self-sustaining. Restrictive Immigration laws here would similarly act as a 
deterrent on the Continent. The American Immigration laws had lately been 
made, if not in practice, still in letter, most severe, and he hoped that no British 
Government would introduce such drastic measures as those ; but he felt that 
we Jews who find our pauper population alarmingly increasing, and the growing 
verty of our Jewish poor so terribly evidenced by the disproportionate morta- 
ity among their children, should hail with gratitude any reasonable measure that 
would check the needless influx of paupers, while keeping the gate wide open to 
the persecuted, for whom we could do so much more, if we were freed from the 
less worthy claimants. He was aware that he was taking the unpopular side, 
but he was not in the habit of indulging in cheap philanthropy and false senti- 
ment that must result in disaster. Speaking as an expert, and having for many 
years, week after week, interviewed the refugees, he was able to appreciate 
the position and to gauge the danger and difficulty threatening our com- 
munity. | | | 

Mr. J, M. Lissack seconded the vote of thanks to Mr, Stephany. Referring 
to Mr. Joseph’s observations, Mr, Lissack said that while one might deplore an 

influx of destitute aliens, once they were here they must be supported. 

3 Mr, I. M. BoEKBINDER defended some poor families mentioned by Mr. 
Joseph, who were expelled from their own country not of their own accord. If 
Mr. Joseph’s ideas were to prevail, it would be better for emigrants to throw 
themselves from the ship in which they had embarked, into the sea. 

Mr. A, E. FRANKLIN was distressed to hear Mr. Joseph’s remarks about 
which there was much unreality. Mr. Franklin, on what he declared to be 
excellent authority, challenged Mr. Joseph's statements respecting the 
American laws affecting destitute immigrants. In 18/2 over 9,00) Jews 
were admitted into the United States without the requisite 100) dols. in their 
pomeantes, and the law passed in 18/3 had in no way modified the situation. 

r. Joseph had spoken on the subject from a commercial aspect. He would 
follow the example, and assert that the country which imported the raw material 
and exported manufactured goods was the one that did the best for itself. 

Mr. H, Lanpav said he had been the first to interview at the Shelter 
the exiles from Russia, referred to by Mr. Joseph, who were Turkish 
subjects, and was, therefore, in a position to contradict Mr. Joseph's 
assertion as to their personal appearance. He declared that among the men 
there was not one who was not good-looking and fit for work. Mr. Joseph had 
spoken of the destitute aliens as “ dust.’ He (Mr. Landau) did not know 
whether Mr. Joseph's ancestors who came to this country, which could not 
have been many generations back, belonged to that category, but the dust had 
been productive, for it had produced a Natnan Joseph. Parliament had inquired 
more closely into the question of foreign immigration than Mr. Joseph or any 
other individual could do, and had arrived at the conclusion that there was no 
necessity for restrictive legislation. They had heard much of a new departure. 
He would tell him what it was. The new departure was that Mr. Joseph's long 
connection with Russian immigrants had imbued him with Russian ideas of 
Government and administration. When a man like Mr. Joseph called his poor

PROSPECTUS. 


1. The Syria Ottoman Railway Company Limited has been formed for the purpose 
of constructing and working the main line of railway from Akka and Haifa, on the 
Mediterranean coast of Syria, to Damascus, together with certain optional branches ; of 
improving the Akka-Haifa harbour, and of- establishing, when deemed desirable, a 
navigation service on the Sea of Galilee. :

6d., per ton and upwards to the sea, will only pay 19s., by the Railway ; and the 
time will be five hours against seventy-two hours, 

7. This Railway will meet a long-felt and pressing need. It will also augment the 
trade of the ancient city of Damascus, which is a great accumulating and distributing 
cepo:. It will expedite the perpetual fliw of traffic to and from the chief centres of 
trade on the caravan routes to the far East and South, whilst an increasing population 
will, by speedy intercommunication and access, stimulate the commerce and traffic of the 
whole region. 

8. The estimated revenue is based upon official statistics and personal observations 
fummarised by Sir Douglas Fox, ths Engineer-in-Chief, whose detailed report is 
enclosed herewith.

Thus it will be seen that the annual revenue is estimated to provide the interest on 
the whole of the Debentures (£675,000) and the annual Debenture redemption sinking 
fund three times over. 

10. The Directors anticipate that a section of 55 miles from Akka and Haifa to the 
River Jordan will be opened before the end of September next, and the whole line to 
Damascus by the early part of 1896.

1 Commission of Rabbis for consideration and report, were a series of ques- 


tions relating to Jewish Marriage, Divorce and Chalitza laws, and bearing 
directly on the m3)32 question, the question of wife desertion. In submitting 
this matter for the opinion of the Rabbis, the Russian’‘Government may 
be credited with humane intentions and acquitted of desiring to interfere 
with any established usages of Jewish ritual law. The attention of the 
Government has undoubtedly been called to this question by the existence 
of a state of things which imperatively calls for redress and 
amendment, Whatever may be the cause, whether it be due _ to 
the prevailing and pernicious custom of contracting early marriages or 
to the pressure of circumstances induced by the keen struggle for existence 
in the Pale of Settlement, the number of Jewish wife desertions in Russia 
and her-outlying provinces has become abnormally large. We in England 
have had abundant and painful experience of the extent to which this evil has 
grown. So numerous, at one time, were the cases that came under the notice 
of our Board of Guardians that special rules had to be framed with the 
Object of checking the ease with which husbands throw off their con- 
jugal responsibility, and at the present day a considerable share of the attention 
of the Beth Din is engrossed by proceedings that arise from these cases. The 
position of a deserted wife is one of great hardship and often of an infinitely 
pathetic character. As the Jewish law stands at present she 1s at a terrible 
disadvantage, for unless the husband consents to give get, she has no nights 
and can obtain no redress. Tne sole right of claiming a divorce rests with the 
husband. And very often the knowledge of this fact emboldens an unscrupu- 
lous husband to levy a species of blackmail on his wife’s relatives, especially when 
they are known to be possessed of means. But for the great mass of those 
wives whose husbands have gone abroad, without leaving any trace behind them, 
absolutely no remedy exists, and the poor woman is doomed to a state of per- 
A like fate befalls the childless widow of a husband 
whose brother, either from caprice or sordid motives, refuses to perform the cere- 
mony of Chalitza. The stern and unrelenting operation of these obsolete laws 
creates untold misery. 1t requires no special gift of imagination to call upin 
clear and vivid outline the desolation of home and the despair of life which 
are produced by these disabilities. In Russia, where the evil is most 
acute, the Government, as we have seen, have taken the matter in 
hand. The Commission of Rabbis have, however, declined to grapple with 
the question, but suggested to the Government the advisability of convening a 
Special Conference of the Rabbis of the Empire to deal with it, and to pro- 
pose remedial measures. This important proposal is one of great moment 
for the future of Judaism. It will constitute a new historic departure from

There is undoubtedly some difficulty in dealing with this delicate and 


complex subject. Laws which have obtained in Israel from time immemorial 


cannot be easily set aside, but in this instance necessity may force a 


departure when sentiment would be inclined to oppose it. We are not, 
however, aware that any insuperable bar exists to the much needed reform 
of the Jewish laws of marriage and divorce and to making them accord 
with the sense and sentiment of the age. Their main defect is that they 
are a survival of those laws which were based on Oriental ideas, of a certain 
epoch, concerning woman’s inferiority to man ; for although safeguarded with 
certain rights and privileges the legal position of a woman according to the 


system built up by Rabbinical decisions is practically that of 


subjection. There is, however, nothing in Mosaic law, which can 
negative the concession of the right to divorce a husband, on just 
grounds, to a Jewish wife. If such a reform were instituted in Jewry there 
would be nothing in it to conflict with any fundamental principle ot 


the Jewish religion. The laws of marriage and divorce—although invested | 


with a religious halo—are purely the growth and outcome of social usages, 
which through the intense conservation of the Jewish race have acquired 
The vast mass of ritual decisions which exist on 
this subject—the accumulation of centuries—testifies to the importance with 
which every detail of Gittin was regarded by the Rabbis, These decisions 
are in the nature of Case law or established precedents, and in no 
the principle of the exclusive right of the 
There is, however, absolutely 
nothing in this mass of opinions and answers to endow them with the 
attribute of irrevocable decrees, and their supersession by a code drawn up by 
the leading Rabbis of Europe and made to fit in and harmonise with the 
spirit of the times would be felt as a great measure of relief in all Jewish 
communities throughout the world. By placing woman on an approximate 
footing of equality with man we shall be doing something to restore her 
to a position in consonance with the freedom and dignity which she enjoyed 
in Biblical times. |

ORYPTO-JEWS UNDER THE COMMONWEALTH. 


A PAPER READ BEFORE THE JEWISH HISTORICAL SOCIETY OF ENGLAND ON 
RESETTLEMENT DAY, 


BY LUCIEN WOLF. 
{1.—THE DENUNCIATION. 


At the beginning of the year 1656 the little congregation of Marranos found 
itself beset with serious anxieties. On the one band, the war with Spain had 
rendered it dangerous for them to continue to assert their Spanish nationality; on 
the other hand, the inconclusive result of the Whitehall Conferenves on the 
Jewish (Question had offered no satisfactory inducement to them to make public 
acknowledgment of their Judaism. It had been Jaid down by the Judges that 
Jews were free to settle in the country, but under what conditions had not been 
stated. A verbal permission to continue to celebrate Divine worship in private 


had been given them by the Protector (”), but nothing had been said with regard 


to their civil rights. Only one thing was clear to them—their security as 
ordinary Merchant Strangers was gone. Thenceforward they had to choose 
between being persecuted as Spaniards, or subjected to exceptional legislation as 
Jews. It is not surprising that they should have hesitated as to which of these 
courses to pursue, for, although the lesser of the two evils before them was 
palpable enough, no measures had yet been taken to molest Spanish merchants 
and there was just a chance that the war might collapse before it had been well 
begun. Early in March an event occurred which forced them to a decision

story, Robles sent for the boy and peremptorily ordered him to say, if he ras 
asked, that his master was a Portuguese. “I cannot lie,” answered the vouth 
with an unexpected access of scrupulousness, ‘ for I know you to bea Spaniard.” 
Robles was thunderstruck. “Sirrah!" he exclaimed with angry irrelevancy 
am imarried to a woman of Portugal.” “ But that makes you no Portugal” 
rejoined the smart boy. 


Although it seems clear that Robles’s account of his nationality was true, he 
must have soon found that to rest his case on this allegation alone would not ba 
prudent. It was known that he had lived in Spain, that he had passed agg 
Spanish Catholic and tat he had even spent some years of his life in the seryicg 
of the Spanish Government. Seeing that according to his own account he had 
flown from Portugal to Spain it 13 not improbable that he was one of the New 
Christians who so strangely ¢onspired in 1641 fo re-establish the Spanish 
domination in Portugal (“), and hence his claim to Portuguese nationality would 
scarcely bear a close scrutiny. One at least of the London Marranos had figured 
in this conspiracy 

In this dilemma Robles took counsel with his coreligionists. Their almost 
unanimous opinion was that, in view of the Protector'’s friendly attitude on tie 
Jewish (Juestion, the plea that should be chietly accentuated was tliat Robles was 
a Jew and in this they consented—no doubt for their own protection—to support 
him. It says much for the strong Jewish spirit of the chief of the Marrano 
community, Antonio Fernandez Carvajal,ethat he agreed to throw in his lot 
with his brethren in this matter, although he was already amply protected by a 
patent of denization (*) granted to him seven months before, and by special 
orders of the Privy Council exempting the consignments of his Spanish corres- 
pondents from seizure (*). In accordance with this advice Robles, now 
describing himself as “ of the Jewish nation” and omitting all reference to his 
alleged Portuguese nationality, addressed another petition to the Protector in 
which he recited how he and his family. had been persecuted by the {nquisition 
in Spain and Portugal because they were Jews and how he had come to England 


“intending, therein, to shelter himselfe from those tiranicall proseedings and 


injoy those beneflitts and kindnesses which this Commonwealth ever aforded to 
aflicted strangers.” wr did he omit a special appeal to. Cromwell's Judeophil 
sympathies. He had hoped, he said, to continue to enjoy a secure domicile in 
England “more specially at such tyme when it hath pleased the Lord to place 
on ye Governement of this nation a Prince soe Benigne and soe much a Protector 
of afflicted ones as it appeereth your Ilighnesse hath him pleased to shew your 
selfe on behalfe of our nation the Jews.” Cromwell sent both petitions to the 
Council, who immediately instructed two of their body, General Disbrowe ant 
Colonel Philip Jones, to make due inquiry into the case, empowering them t) 
take evidence on oath. 


The enquiry was opened on the 25th March and lasted until the 14th May. 
A number of witnesses were examined and cross-examined, including no fewer 
than ten members of the Marrano community, three of whom frankly avowed 
themselves to be Jews. Antonio Fernandez Carvajal and Simon de Souza 
deposed that Robles was born at Fundao in Portugal and that they had been 
acquainted with his father and mother and other of his kindred. Duarte 
Henriques Alvarez, uncle to Robles, gave similar evidence, and added that his 
nephew Was a Jew by birth and conviction. Five of Hie: witnesses, Domingo 
Roiz Francia, Diego Roiz Aries, Simon de Caceres, Domingo Vaez de Brito, and 
Manuel Martinez Dormido, swore positively that Robles was a Jew, that he 
was married toa Jewess, and that he had suffered at the hands of the Inquisition. 
De Caceres, who described himself as ‘of the Jewish nation and of the tribe of 
Judah,” mentioned in his evidence that when Robles first came to Englan 
some years before he had confided to him (the deponent) that he was 4 Jew. 
Another witness, Domingo de la Cerda, book-keeper to the accused, testified to 
the Portuguese birth and Jewish religion of his master, and Antonio de Porto 
also expressed his strong belief that Robles was a Jew. It is curious to notice 
that De Porto was the only Marrano witness who still adhered to the disguise 
of a Spaniard and Roman Catholic. 


Robles himself was examined and cross-examined at considerable length 
and tolda curious story of the shifts to which he had been driven in his efforts 0 
disguise his Judaism. His avowal that he had been in the habit of attending 
mass even in London, and that he was still uncircumcised, produced an unfa- 
vourable impression on the minds of the Commissionera who, of course, had no 
knowledge of the devious ways of the Crypto-Jews. A similar confessio) 
could, however, have been elicited from almost all the other Crypto-Jews ha 
they been examined on these points. (“) Several non-Jewish witnesses likew!® 
gave evidence, among them being the factor Dunnington and the notary Knevett. 
Ina supplementary deposition made by Dunnington on April 24tb, ho creat 
something of a sensation by unmasking the secret designs of Knevett in setting 
the enquiry in motion, It seems that the intriguing notary had been quite 
unprepared for the line of defence adopted by his intended victim, and when he 
found that the J ewish plea was likely to carry the day, he attempted to brid 
Dunnington to perjure himself. He confided to the factor that it was his 
intention to petition fora clerkship in the Committee of Discoveries, where rs 
knowledge of the private affairs of the Marranos would, of course, stand him 
in good stead, and he promised to reward Dunnington if he would give evidence 
in the sens he required. Furthermore he endeavoured to smooth away 
Dunnington’s scruples of conrcience by assuring him that it was no sin to sweat

anything against “a Jew dog.” Dunnington was neither a Christian nor a Jew—in 


fact he boasted that he professed no religion (*7)—but he seems to have possessed 


his full share of natural honesty, for he not only rejected Knevett’s proposals, but 


he marched straight down to Whitehall and informed the Commissioners of them. 
When Knevett's turn to be examined arrived the wily notary attempted to 
regain the favour of his betrayed client by countenancing the contention that 
he was a Jew and not a Spaniard. 

Nevertheless, the report of the Commissioners was not wholly satisfactory. 
They declared themselves unable to arrive at a positive opinion with regard to 
‘either the nation or religion” of Robles. The evidence seemed to them con- 
flicting, but they pointed out that the balance of testimony was in favour of the 
theory that the petitioner was “a Jew borne at Fundao in Portugall.” The 
Courcil showed less hesitancy in arriving ata conclusion. They ordered the 
immediate discharge of the warrants issued against Robles, and the restoration 
to him of his ships and merchandise. 

This case was the turning point in the history of the London Congre- 
gation of Marranos. It brought them for the first time into the light of day 
as a Jewish community. Thenceforth they were compelled to rely for whatever 


privileges they might claim in this country not upon their foreign birth, but 
upon their quality as Jews.

THE EAST END SCHEME, 

Lorp Roruscui_p brought up the Report (published in our last issue) of 
the Special Committee appointed to consider the proposal to re-erect the 
Hambro Synagogue in the Commercial Road, and read the following letter in 
respect to the East End Scheme from the Chief Rabbi :~— 


Office of the Chief Rabbi, 
22, Finsbury Square, 
London, April 2nd, 4654. 


DEAR MB. ORNSTIEN, 

At the Quarterly Meeting of the Committee of Mioisters and others visiting the 
Jewish poor in the East, held this day, I was asked to address the Council of the United 
Synagogue with reference to the impo:tant subject which will claim their attention to- 
morrow evening. 

We are pleased to learn that there is every prospect of the Hambro’ Synagogue being 
rebuilt forthwith, so that additional facilities for joining in public worship will be provided 
foc our working classes who reside in Kast London. 

It will afford vs sincere gratification to aid in, giving effect to the pious and sym- 
pathetic endeavours of the Council by supplementing the labours of the ministers to be 
appointed in connection with the * New Hambro’ Synagogue,’ and by helping, as far as 
lies in our power, to render it a centre of intellectual and spiritual activity. 

The experience we have. gained by visiting our working men and women in their 


homes has strongly impressed us with the fact, that provision for public worship alone, 


although absolutely indispensable, will not suffice to promote their well-being. 

We are of opinion that a large Hall, with sever+] rooms, should form an adjunct tothe 
proposed Synagogue. Such Hall, which could perhaps be constructed in the basement of 
the fabric, should be devoted to lectures on the various subjects, more especially on social 
questions—a knowledge of which is, at the present time,so imperatively necessary for the 
industrial section of the community. 

The adjoining room, bright avd pleasantly appointed, should serve for religious study, 
the reading of books and newspapers and other recreative purposes, and for instruction 
in Hebrew, English and kindred subjects. Some of the rooms might also with advantage 
be utilised on certain afternoons and evenings in the week for such gatherings as 
Mothers’ Meetings, Girls’ Clubs. and the like. 

We have reason to believe that a number of cultured and competent men and women 
will come forward, when required, to aid in the practical development of this Scheme. 
an we need hard'y add, that our own services will be chee:fally volunteered in this 

irection. 

We would urge that such a Scheme comes directly within the scope and purview of 
the United Synagogue. For the proposals we have submitted constitute, in a great 
measure, an extension of the purposes of a Beth Hamedrash, which it is propcsed to 
transfer to the new place of worship. 

We confidently anticipate, that such Hall, Class and Reading-rooms, wisely adminis- 
tered and intelligently supervised, will be eagerly welcomed by our poorer brethren, It 
is especially to be hoped that such an institutiou will be the means of reclaiming that 
small, misguided section of our community which resor!s to Anarchist and anti-Religionist 
Clubs, and trequents Mis-ion Halls and mee‘i1gs organised for proselytising purposes,

Commenting on the above letter, Lord Rothschild said he could not 
possibly know what effect the opinions expressed by the Chief Rabbi 
might have on the decision of the Council, for whatever respect might be due 
to such an opinion, it might be possible for reverend gentlemen to make the 
carrying out of the Scheme difficult. He, however, would not say this of the 
Chief Rabbi, whose views were well known. Lord Rothschild then formally 
moved the adoption of the Report, and announced that the vendor had agreed 
to sell the property for £14,300, the amount originally fixed.

and adjuncts, and to bring upa report at the next meeting of the Council, a 
that the said Committee-consider and report on the removal from Dake's Place 
of the Beth Hamedrash and Beth Din to the central position in the Jewish 
quarter of Whitechapel where rooms could be provided for the residence of one 
of the Dayonim, Ir. Montagu, after thanking Lord Rothschild and his 
colleagues for their fairness in ara omy both the majority and the minority 
reports, and Lord Rothschild specially for not bringing pressure to bear on the 
Council, said that for forty years he had advocated the decentralisation 
of the Jews, and although he had sometimes been in opposition to the Executive 
of the United Synagogue, he had in later years selisavonted to meet them. 
Before entering on the consideration of the amendment he entered a mild 
protest against one or two statements in the majority report. He denied that 
the Commercial Road site had been agreed to an overwhelming Bevan narine 
for the question had not been put to the vote, and had it been the voting would 
probably either have been 6 to4or equal. A point on which the majority put 
eres’ stress was the removal of the Beth Hamedrash from its present quartera. 
e quite — with them on this point, but he appealed to every one who 
knew East London whether by locating the Beth Hamedrash in Commercial 
Road: it would not be necessary to approach it through a spot where 
five thoroughfares converged and little less dangerous than the Mansion 
House. The Beth Hamedrash should be situated in the midst of the Jewish 
quarter, say Brick Lane or Wentworth Street, and one of the Dayonim should 


git there-évery day. The only serious objection to his proposal to utilise the 


Mile End site was on the ground of the small frontage. By the erection of a 
partition in the synagogue, the ark and reading desk could be separated from 
the remainder of the building, which could thus be converted into a hall avail- 
able for lectures, trade meetings; &c. It might be asked why could not the same 
be done with a synagogue in the Commercial Road? The objection was that 
the site was only five minutes from Toynbee Hall. If the general public were 
admitted to the privileges of the hall connected with the synagogue, 
would be injured. and if it were confined to Jews prejudice would be created. 
On the general question he admitted that thecommunity had not done sufficient 
for the adult working classes. There were Visiting Committees for the poor, 
the sick and prisoners. But if a man were neither a pauper, nor ill, nora 
criminal he received but little atiteation. There was one exception, the Sabbath 
afternoon addresses at the Great Synagogue. But the great mass of the East 
End Jews did not come to the synagogue and could not be reached by the 
synagogue. And he would ask, had the Sabbath addresses touched the evil ? 
Since they had been instituted there had been processions of anarchists and rioters 
who had invaded the offices of the Board of Guardians, and even the Great 
Synagogue itself. It was necessary to have ministers and missionaries, both 
men and women, living in the midst of the people. The Chief Rabbi was 
there frequently, but he did not reside among the East End Jews, But with 
missionaries living among them, and visiting them in their homes, it would 
be possible to combat the great danger threatening the community, for the 
synagogues of themselves did not attract. He did not propose that the 
United Synagogue should go a step beyond the powers conferred upon it by 
the Act, and he expressed his willingness to give £100 a year for five years 
towards the maintenance of the Rothschild Hall portion of his plan. He 
recognised that the question must be settled; the Council had obligations to 
the Hambro Synagogue and to the Working Classes; and as he proposed to 
extend the interests of the United Synagogue, through a movement in which 
it would have the support of nine-tenths of the community—for the Portu- 
guese section unfortunately continued to hold aloof—no one could accuse 
him of being hostile to the United Synagogue. He recognised it as a great 
force for good, and leaving aside all personal considerations, and looking at 
the matter only from the broad and communal standpoint, he hoped the 
Council would bring to a successful issue its great Scheme for improving the 
status of the Jews in the East End.—(Cheers), 

Mr. H. Bentrwircu seconded the amendment, and said he did so on 
three grounds, As a representative of the Hampstead Synagogue, which 
could barely pay its way, he anticipated if the Scheme were carried that 
that synagogue, and others similarly situated, would be placed in a deficit, 
As a member of the Great Synagogue, he deprecated a movement for the 
erection of a synagogue within seven minutes’ walk, which would lead to its 
speedy downtall. And, as a member of the general community, he objected 
still more strongly to resolutions pledging the Council to ultimate steps 
which would have to be taken at an enormous cost. 

Mr. J. A. J. DE VILLIERS said that the opposition was directed not to 
the re-erection of the Hambro Synagogue, but to its being re-erected in any 
part of Whitechapel. Regular worshippers who could afford to pay £1 a 
year, were the class of people which the Hambro Synagogue wanted, and 
provided that these people were given the same “ honours’’ as they received 
in their Chevras, it would be easy to attract them away from their small places 
of worship. It had been urged that the Commercial Road site was too near 
the Great Synagogue, but he might plead that the Mile End Road site was only 
five minutes from the East London Synagogue, which was likely to suffer 
considerably from having another synagogue in close proximity to If. 

Mr. H. RicHARDSON said he had made it his business to inspect the Com- 
mercial Road site, and from his long connection with the East End he 
could tell the Council that they would get no bargain for £14,359), The District 
Surveyor had assured him that the old warehouses were quite useless, as the 
sugar industry had entirely left the East End. 


Lord RoruscuILp said : I have no wish to close the debate, but there can be 
no harm in my now venturing to answer some of the speeches that have been 
made. For my part, and in the name of my colleagues, we cannot but look with 
satisfaction on the course which the debate has so far taken. Some years ago 
when we first mooted the question we were opposed on all sides, though I will 
admit not on personal grounds, We were told that a large synagogue could not 
pay, and would be a great drain on the resources of the United Synagogue, and 
we were advised to divert our attention to the erection of small synagogues in 
different localities. Our scheme for improving the working classes met with no 
response. But to night we have found a warm ally inthe person of Mr. Montagu, 
though he does not propose to accomplish the object in the same way that we 
do ; and as Mr. Montagu has great influence on the community, sooner or later, 
and the sooner the Letter, some such scheme as the one proposed three years ago 
will be carried with the applause of the community. (Cheers.) I cannot help 
commenting on a remark that fell from Mr. Bentwitch in seconding Mr. 
Montagu’s able speech. It was that the proposed synagogue would be a great 
drain on our‘resources. Supposing itis, The United Synagogue has subscribed 
large sums, and individual members have done the same, for the erection of 
synagogues in Hampstead and other rich parts of London; and we ought to be 
ashamed when we are asked to help a poor locality to say that it would drain our 
resources. (Cheers.) If this should be the case we must find other resources. 
We are face to face with a social difficulty, which must be remedied, and know- 
ing Mr. Montagu’s great intelligence and enthusiasm I am sure we shall have his 
co-operation in finding the remedy, (Hear, hear.) Complaint has been made 
that no details have been given. I answer that endless reports have been fur- 
nished to you. All we ask you to night is for authority to convene a meeting of 
the seatholders of the United Synagogue, who alone can sanction a scheme. 
whatever it may be. It is difficult for me to argue about the value of the land 
in the Commercial Road. It may be valuable, it may be a bad acquisition, but I 


am inclined to think that our surveyor and architect, Mr, N. S, Joseph, with his

been wasted, for we could not go to our seatholders and recommend Mr, Montagu’s 
plan without having given to it further and full consideration. 

Mr. Leoro.p FaRMER, in supporting the recommendation of the Committee, 
said that he could speak with experience as to the value of the site. Having 
some practical knowledge, he had examined the plan and seen the property 
itself, and he strongly recommended the site as well worth the amount that it 

osed to give for it. 
fr. J OSEP said that as regards the Mile End" site, it offered many 
advantages, It was extremely cheap, and being away from the congested dis- 
tricts, might exercise a good effect in promoting migration from Whitechapel, 
But the site also had its disadvantages, not the least important of which was its 
remarkably small frontage. If,as Mr. Montagu had suggested,a Jewish Toynbee 
Hall was erected, it would have to be taken into consideration that the County 
Council would view the proposition to build a Hall, which would be used for the 
purposes of public worship upon rare occasions, ¢ uite differently from the pro- 
position to erect a permanent synagogue. Another objection to the Mile End 
site was its close proximity to the East London Synagogue. As tothe Commer- 
cial Road site recommended by the Special Committee, the disadvantage of the 
cost of the site must not be ignored. It was without question a costly site. 
Fifteen shillings a foot was a high price, but he ventured to think it was not 
more than the market price. Mr. Richardson had estimated the site to be worth 
£8,750, or at the rate of 83. 6d. a foot. He would like to point out that Mr. 
Richardson had offered two sites which had been submitted to the hon. officers, 
situated further East and in a narrow thoroughfare, and the price asked was 
lls, and 12s, a foot. 

Mr. Mavrice® Harr said that it reflected extremely creditably upon Mr. 
Montagu’s skill and ability that he had been able for nearly seven years to deter 
the Council from their anxious endeavour to place a synagogue in the East End. 
But the question had at last become so urgent that it was absolutely necessary 
that something should be done. The Mile End site, in his opinion, was abso- 
lutely useless. It was unsuitable from the very fact that it was too far removed 
from the centre of Whitechapel. Whereas the only objection that had been 
urged against the Commercial Road site, which had undeniable advantages, was 
the fact that the neighbourhood was crowded. It was an impossibility for aay- 
one to find a site for a new East End synagogue to suit the views of Mr. Montagu 
unless it was where it was likely to fail, and to that the Council would never be 
a party. The objection raised by the Great Synagogue had, however, given him 
some concern, but if they reflect2d they would find the class of people for whom 
the proposed synagogue was intended were not the class of people who attend 
the Great Synagogue. Iie did not think it would take a single worshipper away 
from the Great Synagogue, in fact if any synagogue would be affected it would 
be the New Synagogue. 

The question was then put to the vote, and the Report of the Special Com- 


mittee was adopted by 54 votes against 22, 


LORD ROTHSCHILD then left the chair, which was taken by Mr, H. Lucas,

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ROUND THE STUDIO3. 


Fortunately the haze that overspread London on Sunday morning dis- 
appeared ia the afternoon, and it was in bright sunshine, albei{ unusually sultry 
weather, that the ‘Show Sunday” round was performed, a roun1 that ever 
extends, for the artistic fraternity is gradually widening its area and St. John’s 
Wood, Chelsea and Kensington are no longer its boundary lines. 

Needless to say the Jewish studio where the largest concourse of visitors 
gathered was that of Mr. Solomon. J. Solomon, who has been as happy in his 
choice of two celebrities of the season, ay in the treatment of his subjects. 
Place aux dames, the magnificent picture of Mrs. Patrick Campbell as Paula, 
“The Second Mrs. Tanqueray” will, if we mistake not, very considerably 
enhance Mr. Solomon’s already enviable reputation. It is a remarkably striking 
presentment of the unhappy Paula and rivets the attention ; she is half leaning 
forward in her seat, one hand rests on t'ie table, the other hangs listlessly down, 
behind her is a graceful palm, the pink shade of a softly gleaming lamp casts 
one of the shadows Mr. Solomon loves, and at the feet of the unhappy woman is 
a big tiger skin rug, another special characteristic of the artist, the rich brocaded 
gown serving to set off the well moulded figure. But it is not as a picture of Mrs. 
Campbell it impresses, it is as the faithful portraiture of Paula, the self torturing, 
unhappy, bysterical heroine of Mr. Pinero that it strikes most, with tho ripe red lips 
and big brown eyes that haunt one. In the eyes there is a world of unexpressed 
thought, a strange look of despair, and we think that in interpreting so faithfully 
the troubled wayward mind of Paula, in her outward expression, Mr. Solomon 
has been particularly successful. The striking likeness of Mr. Zangwill, taken in 
some four and a-half hours will assuredly interest the author’s many admirers ; Mr. 
Zangwill is seated in an easy attitude, his adjusted pince nez do not hide a 
thoughtful furrow on his brow ; he wears a cape overcoat thrown open and his 
hands are lightly clasped on his stick. Amongst the work not intended at 
present for exhibition is a portrait of Mr. C. Descles and a picture of “ Echo and 
Narcissus,” half draped figures resting together beneath the shade of leafy trees, 
with a pool at their feet, in which purple flags, and green rushes grow, and into 
whose depths Narcissus gazes meditatively at his own image. 7 

At Mr. Herbert Horwitz’s studio a portrait and two pleasing pictures were 
on view. Mrs. Jaques Dreyfus, ina white evening gown, and a soft green opera 
cloak resting on her shoullers, is an example of very successful portraiture. 
‘“Ophelia” is, perhaps, Mr. Horwitz’s most taking picture, the slender girlish 
figure, in its wonderful blue drap:ry, standing out against a darkly blue sky, is 
captivating, and the wonderful face with its crowa of ruddy hairis well treated, 
“Weary” is the title selected for the third canvas, and there is a pathetic 
expression in the upturned face of the fragile-looking child resting on a garden seat. 
A bunch of pale primroses lies in the lap of her dark frock, and there is a rapt air 
on her countenance which suggests that she is a tired-out little Londoner, 
listening to the song of the birds, and luxuriating io the sights and sounds of 
nature, 

Mr. Frank L. Emanuel has accomplished a very considerable amount of 
work during the last year, his best achievement is ‘‘A Jewish Martyr,” of 
the 19th century in Russia, which marks for this artist a new departure. The 
scene is sombre enough, a haggard old man, with ‘flowing beard sits in his 
gloomy cell, the fetters are on his fest, and there is a look of anguish in his face : 
through the dark aperture of the prison protrudes the sinister face of the tempter, 
the Russian who would bribe the old Jew to give up the faith of h‘s fathers for 
temporal comfort and holds out the cross, seekiog for a token of submission, 
where the countenance expresses unwavering determination. Tenby has been 
fruitful in supplying Mr. Emanuel with twoor three pleasant bits of scenery. 
“Across Tenby Burrows” shows a soft green landscape with a straggling 
country road, then there is “ The Old Post House at Tenby” and * The Black 
Rock” sullen and formidable, raising its head amid a pleasant stretch of country. 
‘“ Day Dawn ” is a study of a nude girlish figure, lying in a leafy bed, on a green 
meadow beneath the shade of a spreading tree. Mr. Emanuel has not deserted 
luis Old love, the sea, for ‘‘ The Hush of Evening” shews dark blue waters on 
which the stillness of approaching night has fallen, whilst another sea scape treats 
of the picturesque Cornish pilchard-boats lying on the waters, with their curious 
semicircular coverings. ‘ {he Outskirts of Amsterdam” is a landscape dis- 
tinguished by light pleasant colouring, the flapping wind-mill makes up the 
foreground, and the masts of many boats riso up fromthe waters. A chalk 
sketch executed on brown paper with considerable force is the typical head of an 
old Cornish woman. 3 

Mr. B.S. Marks has executed a very faithful portrait of himself, brush in 
hand, he has also been successful in a picture of Lord Lathom wearing his 
regalia of offize. There are other portraits by Mr. B. 8. Marks not intended for 
present exhibition. Miss Fisher is a little white robed maiden, then there is Mr. 
Letchworth, the Grand Secretary of the Freemasons, Mr. J. W. Jones, and Dr. 
Williams, Mayor of Brecon, in the Jubilee year, who makes a sufficiently 
imposing figure, taken full length in his scarlet robes of office. ‘ Cinderella,” by 
Miss Gertrude Marks shewa the nursery heroine barefooted and poorly clad, but 
with an engaging air of simplicity, sitting down to have the glass slipper fitted 
on her little foot by an imposingly-arrayed herald. Itis a very attractive canvas, 
and it is, perhaps, captious to suggest that Cinderella’s two sisters are rendered 
somewhat prettier and more amiable looking than their conduct would lead us 
to expect. ‘ Indecision” is the figure of a slender young girl, pausing, pen in 
hand, over the shest of paper ere she writes down her thoughts, and the attitude 
has been gracefully chosen. A small study for Red Riding Hood shews a fair 
childish face framed in the scarlet hood and cape of time-honoured fame. Miss 
Anne Marks exhibits a small well executed head of a young girl on which she 
bestows the name of Daisy, her other contributions include a sketch of a head, 
styled “ Pensive,” in black and white, and a portrait of Miss Allsopp. Nor must 
it be forgotten to mention Mr. Percy L. Marks’ two elaborately worked out 
architectyral drawings. One shows the Church of St. Mary’s, Ealing, from 
the exterior and the other is the interior of St. Bartholomew’s, West 
Smithfield, 

The principal work by Mr. Alfred Praga is styled ‘The Centre of Attrac- 
tion,” and is the picture of a beginning-of-the-century belle ina high waisted 
white gown and becoming blue bonnet, who by the force of her charms has 
gathered round her a smart old buck and a pair of young beaux. whilst in the 
rear a couple of primly clad spinsters watch her with* disconsolate envy. 
Delicacy of colouring and lightness of touch are discernible in the rather large 
canvas. There are successful portraits of Signor F. Paolo Tosti, whose fresh 
and genial expression has been well rendered, and Signor Guido Papini. “An 
{inpromptu Model ” shews a smart young lady in mauve attire taken in a studo 
where Japanese screens and the appendages of an artist’s sanctum give spots of 
colour to the picture. Rather ambitious in treatment is the study of a Greek 


girl, with classically coiled fair hair, and pink drapery falling away from the 
snowy arm and neck. 


“ Heard melodies are sweet 
But those unheard are sweetest.” 
Is the appropriate title given to a small canvas in which a girl in white, seated on 
a marble terrace, bends her head in dreamy meditation, whilst her lyre lies idle at 
her side. “Suzanne” is a taking little picture of a quaintly dressed blue and 
white maiden, placed in an easy and attractive attitude. 

Mr. Isidore S. Donn, whose name must now be added to the list of Jewish 
artists in England, has only been settled in his studio at St. John’s Wood during 
the last nine months ; he is, however, represented by several portraits and two 
nude studies. An interesting portrait is that of the Rev. Dr. Gaster in his 
clerical robes, the Rev. B. Berliner is also taken in his garb of office. Mr. Donn 
also shows a portrait of the wife of the Rev. Li. L. Price of the St. John’s Wood 
Synagogue ; two or three other portraits, including one of a little boy in a 
velvet tunic testify to Mr. Donn’s industry, whilst a small brownish red chalk 
head is instinct with life and feeling, and particularly pleasing. 

Miss Florence Marks is a young lady from whom great things are con- 
fidently expected. She has been a pupil at the Royal Academy Schools 
for six years as an exhibitioner, and has hitherto chiefly devoted herself 
to portrait painting. Recently we noticed in these columns Miss Marks’ contri- 
bution to the Grafton Galleries which has veen reproduced in the Queen 
and Zhe Sketch. At the Queensborough studios which Miss Marks shares 
with Mrs. Flux, there were several pictures on view. Without deserting 
portrait painting, Miss Marks has also accomplished a couple of subject 
pictures ; one, which recalls the work of the artists who have selected the high- 
waisted quaintly robed maiden of the beginning of the century period, shews a 
slim damsel in white, seated in a carelessly graceful attitude and conning a probable 
love letter, for her flowers and fan lie neglected as she peruses her letter. There 
is much that is restful and pleasing to the eye in Miss Marks’ figure of a 
young girl in Japanese dress, and the cool blue of her draperies blends 
most effectively with the pink of an unfurled fan and outspread umbrella. The 
face of the girl is expressive and taking, but by no means typical Japanese, 
it is called “‘ A Japanese Craz2,’ Miss Marks’ sister having served as a model, 
Turning to the portraits, great strength and vitality, and excellent drawing are 
shewn in the portrait of Mr. Henry Lumley. The artist has evidently caught her 
sitter at a happy moment, and his expression its alert and vivacious. Miss 
Campbell is taken side face, the soft fair hair and excellent features of the 
young lady (who was present at the studio on show day) being well reproduced, 
the quaint style of dress affected by Miss Campbell, the soft green fichu over a 
white bodice, and the cluster of Neapolitan violets, thrust in the neckerchief, give 
the picture a fanciful air, and it is therefore designated “In the Spring Time.” 
The third portrait is of Mrs. Lomax, and a special word of prai-e is due for the 
successful traatment of the flowing velvet sleeves and the elaborate lace falling 
gracefully from the yoke, the position of Mrs. Lomax is well chosen, and the 
delicate flesh tints of the sitter have been admiraoly painted in. Mrs. lux is 
responsible for the dainty picture of a pretty girl in black and pink styled “ Rose 
et Noir,” also a fair haired little maiden in a pink smock frock, nursing a puppy 
and a portrait of Dr. George Flux. 


ROYAL SOOIETY OF BRITISH ARTISTS. 


At the hundred and first exhibition of the Royal Society of British Artists 
opened to the public last Monday at the Suffolk Street Galleries, one misses some 
of the usual Jewish contributors and notes a few new names. In the central 
gallery hangs the striking head of a girl to whom the title of “ Lois” has been 
given by Miss Julia Meyer, who is to be congratulated on the graceful poise of 
her dark-haired dark-eyed study. The soft folds of the girl’s white bodice are in 
excellent contrast with the flesh tints of neck and face, and there is power in the 
work. Miss M. I. Davis is responsible for a charming flower painting, azaleas 
and dielytra are grouped together in a bowl, the few sprays of feathery piak 
dielytra heightening the effect of the thick heads of snowy azaleas. ‘ Cherries 
and wine” is the very descriptive name Miss Rose Magnus has selected for her 
still life study, the cherries yellow and red are painted with much fidelity to 
nature, beside the dish of dessert stands the decanter of wine and the wineglass. 
A quaint long-shaped canvas is Miss M. A. Cohen's “Street in Capri,” with a 
gleam of a southern blue sky betwixt the double row of tall houses ; in the 
narrow street stands a brightly robed girl, another is leaning down from a 
covered balcony and there is a suggestion of life in the picture. Miss R. Solomon 
has taken that old world spot of London “ Emmanuel Hospital, Westminster,” 
as a subject for pictorial treatment and has faithfully depicted the bright red 
cottages and the gay green grass plot in the centre. Mr. George Marks con- 
tributes several works. “Sutton Courtney, Berks,” is a landscape distinguished 
by much delicacy of colouring ; the cottages, the country roadway, the passing 
cart and the village stragglers ar3-all limned in soft tints. “A By-Way” by the 
same artist is still more pleasing, and is after the style of some of the best 
exponents of graceful country scenes ; in a quiet pool set around with tall rushes 
and trees, a couple of ducks swim to and fro, a boy with his barrow stands on the 
grassy slope, and anair of harmony pervades the pleasing little picture. Close 
by hangs Mr. Alfred Praga’s head of ‘‘ Abdur Rahman Effendi,” a lined face of 
considerable power, effectively treated in sombre hues. The same painter is 
responsible for the head of a stalwart young Albanian chief, surmounted by a 
crimson fez, ‘ Springtime in the Orchard” has been most felicitously rendered 
by Mr. B. D. Sigmund. Beneath the tender branches of the apple tree aglow with 
pale pink blossom, are two little maidens enjoying the early days of 
warmth and sunshine. Miss Kate L. Andrade has been successful in her execu- 
tion of acluster of rhododendrons, white, white tipped with pink and pale pink - 
blended in a big. bow], whilst a few loose blossoms have fallen off and lie 
carelessly on the table ; there 13 a suggestion of strength in the treatment of the 
flowers. A small view of Conway Castle and the water below, bnt with con- 
siderable amount of detail compressed in a limited canvas, is from the brush of 
Miss Helen Phillips. “Spring Time” is another of Mr. George Marks’ pastoral 
idylls, whilst his “‘ Eventide” shews the golden flush of sunset across fields and 
trees. Mr. Charles E. Marshall’s ‘‘ Daughter of the Desert” has the full lips, 
the almond-shaped brown eyes and dark hair of a Jewish maiden, and Mr, 
William Gale’s “ Ayesha ” is also of a distinctly oriental type.

The third part of the new Anglo-American edition of Gesenius’ Hebrew 
Lexicon has been issued from the Clarendon Press. 


With the title “Sepher Matithya” (7'-NM) 750, Wilna, 1893), there has 
just appeared a collection of Notes on the Midrash Rabba, by the late R. Samuel 
Strashun. These Notes were written by the author on the margins of the 
editions of the Midrash which he used, and, like the numerous contributions 
made by him to Hebrew periodicals (of which a complete bibliography 1s given 
in the preface to the present volume), the Notes were fully worth preservation, 
They show that the critical study of the Rabbinical literature is making strides 
in Russia. Indeed, it is remarkable how many books, written from a critical 
standpoint, are now seeing the light in Russia,

When a few weeks back, I unhesitatingly pronounced the 
M°wWRID a forgery, I was not able to detect, as has since been done, that the 
forger was the editor himself. This is, however, the case. Herr Epstein will 
throw some remarkable light on the little book in an early number 
of the Monatsschrift. It is a strong testimonial to the soundness of modern 
scholarship that a forgery like this has been detected and exposed on the 
instant. But it is Herr Epstein who has discovered the source of the forgery.

Accustomed as we are te look to Germany for authoritative works on 
subjects which might be supposed to be of primary interest to Englishmen, it is 
nevertheless a surprise to find a ponderous and learned treatise en “The Con- 
stitution of the Church of England,” written in the iarsias Ware by a Jew. 
Dr. Felix Makower, the author of Die Verfassu ng der Kirche ron England 
(Berlin, 1894), is a clever young lawyer, about thirty years of age, anda son of 
Justizrath H. Makower, Ex-President of the Berlin Jewish community. He 
has given some five years to the preparation of this encyclopx lic volume, which 
consists of 560 quarto pages, and is as learned as it is bulky. The notes are 
often as extensive as the text, and the list of authorities laid under contribution 
occupy no less than 28 pages. 


Dr. Makower seems to have consulted everything that had the 
slightest bearing on his subject, from the “ Ecclesiastical History ’’ of Bade, 
and even the Icelandic Sagas, down to the latest edition of Stubbs’ “ Con” 
stitutional History of England,’ for which purpose he spent several months 
last year at the British Museum, 

In compiling a treatise of such solid merits, the author is treading 
in the footsteps of his father, whose Das Allgemeine deutsche Handels. 
Gesetzbuch is now used throughout Germany as the standard work on 
Commercial Law, and has reached a tenth edition. Justizrath Makower 


is of opinion that, before a young man enters a learned profession, he should — 


prove his fitness for it by original work, and not before Die Verfassung der Kirche 
von England was written did he admit his son into his office, 


We have reason to believe that Felix Makower chose the Church 
of England as his theme just because he was a Jew, in order to demon- 
strate to anti-Semitic Europe how singularly free from religious prejudice is 
the Jewish temperament. However this may be, the choice of subject is 
likely to have an excellent effect throughout the Fatherland. Being a Jew

METROPOLITAN PRoMorerRS OF Cuariry.—The. thirty-fourth anniversary 
of this charity, which has its headquarters in the City, and distributes seasunable 
gifts of bread, coal and coke, during the winter. to Jews, Protestants 40 
Catholics. was celebrated on Monday eveninz by a Dinner and Ball at the Free- 
masons’ Tavern, Great Queen Street, Mr. A. M. Wartski, the President, 
occupied the chair, and was warmly cheered on rising to propose the “ Queen 
and the Royal Family,” his remark that the Queen had no more loyal subjects 
than the Jews being emphatically applauded. Mr. David Ososki proposed 
“ Success to the Charity.” He remarked that the Society was founded in 185, 
and, like kindred charities, it ebbed and flowed until 1891, when new blood was 
infused into it by the election of Mr. Wartski to the position he now so worthily 
occupied. Notwithstanding the large quantity of bread, coal and coke dis- 
tributed, the members did not exc3ed 50, but they were all excellent worker’. 
Mr. Samuel Wharman, in responding, said that in the year 1891-2, 9,450 tickets 
had been issued, in 1892-33, 12,190 tickets of the value of £370, at an expenditure 
of £21, and in the present year, 1893-4, the distribution had risen to close upou 
20,000 tickets to the value of £659, and at an expenditure below £25. As 40 
instances of the energy displayed by the small band of members, it was worthy 
of mention that six of them had collected as muchas £267. Mr.S. F, Feldman, 
in proposing the health of the President, said that the present position of the 
charity was mainly due to Mr. Wartski, who took the helm at a time when It 
was in low water. How he had succeeded was well known and was regat ed by 
the Executive almost as a marvel. By his enthusiasm and industry he had rate 
around him a body of gentlemen who were proud to work withhim, The toas 
was heartily received, and in returning thanks Mr. Wartski said he was fortunate 
in being surrounded by colleagues whom it was not given to every Society rs 
possess.

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THE DAVID LEWIS BEQUEST. 


On Wednesday the subject of the David Lewis Bequest was discussed at the 
Liverpool City Council, The Finance Committee recommended “ That the Corpora- 
tion grant and convey to the committee of the Northern Hospital the piece of land 
situate at the north-east end of Gibraltar Street, containing 360 square yards or 
thereabouts ; that the Corporation release the committee of the Northern Hospital 
from the observance and performance of all the covenants and conditions contained 
in an indenture of March 30th, 1844, whereby the site of the existing hospital (2,564 
square yards) was conveyed by the Corporation to William Brown and others ; that 
the Corporation shall, with the sanction of Parliament, if necessary, contribute out 
of the capital of the city fund the sum of £15,000 towards the rebuilding of the 
Northern Hospital.” 


The adoption of this recommendation was moved by Mr, J, MiLes, Chairman of 
the Finance Committee. 

Mr. BURGESS moved as an amendment that a further sum of £10,000 be granted 
by the Corporation to the hospital authorities. He pointed out that the David Lewis 
Trustees were prepared to spend £50,000 on working men’s dwellings, £80,000 on a 
new hospital, and, in addition, were prepared to lay out a plateau in a magnificent 
position in Great Howard Street as a public recreation ground. Altogether, they 
were prepared to spend £150,000 for the benefit of the public of that city. It was 
advisable to remove the restrictions from the site of the old hospital, in order that 
it might be used for working men’s dwellings, but the sum needed to purchase the 
site for the new hospital was so large that the committee asked the Corporation for 
£25,000, and, notwithstanding the splendid generosity of the Lewis Trustees, the 
Finance Committee hesitated and haggled. The sum which the committee now 
recommended was at least £10,000 too small for the purpose. 

Alderman A, B, Forwoop, as one of the David Lewis Trustees, confessed his 
intense disappointment at the way in which the munificence of the late David Lewis 
had been met by the Corporation, Mr, David Lewis had done more than anyone in 
their experience. He had given £370,000 to the public—half of it for Liverpool. 
The Finance Committee had met that in a manner that was mean, peddling, and 
pettifogging, and made him, as a native of Liverpool, ashamed of the place, The 
trustees proposed, provided that the site of the old Northern Hospital were placed 
at their disposal, to erect on it dwellings which would render the lives of labouring 
men happier and more comfortable,and be an example of the dwellings which they 
hoped to see in future erected in the city. The income derived from those buildings 
would be devoted, as in the case of the Peabody Trustees, to the erection of other 
buildings with the like purpose in view. If the Council dealt with the present 
matter in a proper spirit they would have a fine collection of workmen’s dwellings 
with the means of building others ; they would have a hospital second to none in the 
kingdom, and they would have appropriated to the public an open space overlooking 
the river. If they did not the £175,000 would be devoted to other purposes, leaving 
future Liverpool to point at the present Council with the finger of scorn. 

After an animated discussion, the Chairman of the committee accepted a sug- 
gestion that the committee should have an opportunity of reconsidering the matter, 
To this course Mr, Forwood assented, and the subject was referred back.

funds among the members each Passover. There 1s also an Emergency Fund for 
age in cases to which the Sick Fund would not be applicable’ The income 

or the year amounted to £111, and the expenditure, including surgeon, secre- 
tary, printing, &c., to £23, leaving £80 to be divided among 42 members. ‘The 
Treasurer of the Society is Mr, I, Richmond, of 208, Hackney Road, and the 
Secretary, Mr, I. Landau, of 30, Leconfield Road, N.

THE AKKA-HAIFA DAMASOUS RAILWAY. 


The construction of the Akka-Haifa-Hauran Damascus Railway is a notable 
event of our day. Merchants and travellers in that country have for a long time 
past advocated the construction of railways in this fertile country, and we are 
now witnessing the realisation of their most cherished desire. The traffic from 
the central plains is already far in excess of the camel-carrying power of the 
country, and the large difference in cost of camel transport, as compared with 
the cheaper charges of locomotive, operates prejudicially to commerce, both 
inward and outward. This railway is under British direction which encourages 
the hope that it will be made an eflicient instrument of quick and cheap transport, 
stimulating the development of the country in every direction, with corresponding 
increase in its inhabitants.

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THE PROVINOES. 
BIRMINGHAM, 


The annual pes meeting of the Birmingham branch of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association was held on Sunday afternoon last, in the schoolroom, Singer's Hill, Mr. 
Henry Davis occupied the chair in the unavoidable absence of the President, the 
Rev, G,J, Emanuel, Mr. Davis said that on going through the Report he was impressed 
with two most important branches of the work of the Association. The first item 
which struck him in the Report was the one dealing with the position of those Jews 
who were unfortunately not placed in the happy positian that we were ourselvesin, 
Roumania, it appeared by the Report, was running very fast indeed, in fact almost 
overtaking Russia with its diabolical treatment of the Jews, In some instances it 
was worse than Russia, and one of the functions of this Association was for the 
officers and others connected with it to bring the conduct of these different 
countries or courts prominently before the country at large. In one case it appeared 
that Lord Rothschild communicated with Lord Rosebery, and through this course a 
great amount of cruelty was prevented. That was one of the principal functions of 
this society, and if it were not formed, the conduct of the rulers of these countries 
would go on perfectly unchecked, and we in England should probably know nothing 
about the matter. They would see then that that function alone was yuite sufficient 
to enlist their sympathy and support in the Association, Another function of this 
society was the education of our children in the East, 6,000 being the number that 
were receiving its advantages the year before last, whilst last year the number rose 
to 7.000, He need not dwell before that meeting on the vast importance of educat- 
ing these children, but he might say that nothing degraded us more than an unedu- 
cated class of Jews, Mr. Davis then pointed out how inadequately the society was 
supported in Birmingham, Out of a population of nearly 5,000, there were only 150 
subscribers to this institution; there were only 14 out of this number who gave more 
than 6d, per week, 53 only gave 3d.,and 83 only ld. per week, He moved the 
adoption of the Report, Mr, 8, B. Simmons seconded, and the resolution was carried, 
Mr. Simmons moved the adoption of the Balance Sheet, which showed the amount 
collected to have been £63 11s, The number of members had increased by 11, but 
the subscriptions by only 7s, 6d, Mr. S, Hiliner seconded, and the motion was 
earricd, Mr. Hillner moved that £60 be sent to the parent scciety in London, Mr, 
S Isaacs seconding. and the motion was carried, The following Officers and 
Committee were then elected: President, Mr. David Davis; Treasurer, Mr, 8S. B, 
Simmons (re-elected) ; Hon, Secretary, Mr, Harry B, Phillips; Committee, Rev, 
G. J, Emanuel, Messra. A. Bremer, M, Berlyn, A. Cotton, E. Davis, H. Davis, H. 
Davis (Walsall), S, Hillner, S. Isaacs, B. H, Joseph, 8, Lyon, A. Philips J, Phillips, 
P. Roberta, L. Rosenberg, L. Spiers, L. Barnett, L, Tuchman, Bb. Davis, and Mendel- 
sohn, On the proposition of Mr, Henry Davis, a vote of thanks was accorded t» the 
Rev. G. J. Emanuel for his services as President, Mr, 8. B. Simmons gave an 
interesting account of the work done by the Association, as witnessed by him on 
his visit to the East, The usual compliment to the chair concluded the pro- 

ramme. 
‘ The Committee of the Birmingham Jewish Charities’ Aid Society in their firat
